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While the treaties relating to the sovereignty of the 
Isle of Pines and the sites for two United States naval 
coaling stations on the coast of Cuba have yet to be 
ratified by the Cuban Senate, it is confidently believed 
beth in Havana and in Washington that they will re- 
ceive favorable consideration at an early day. The rental 
to be paid for these sites will be based on the value of 
the private lands required for the same, and will prob- 
ably not exceed a total of $2,000 per year. The money 
needed for the purchase of the required lands is to be 
advanced by the United States to Cuba and charged 
against the rental. The United States guarantees that 
the sites shall not be used for commercial purposes, that 
ample safeguards against smuggling shall be maintained 
and that the lands thus acquired shall enjoy sufficient 
sanitary protection. So confidently does the Government 
at Washington expect the ratification of these treaties 
that it is preparing to begin work on the projected sta- 
tions just as soon as the Cuban Senate takes final action. 
The station at Guantanamo will be the more extensive 
of the two and will be one of the largest in our entire 
chain of maval bases. The lands have already been 
surveyed, and there is a fund of $100,000 available for 
construction work which will probably be used in build- 
ing a wharf, a barracks for a marine guard and a hos- 
pital. The Navy General Board is greatly impressed 
with the physical and strategic advantages of the site 
at Guantanamo, and it is reasonably certain that when 
the station there is completed it will be one of the most 
important naval bases in West Indian waters. The 
station at Bahia Honda, while less extensive, will be a 
valuable addition to our system of naval outposts. As 
for the treaty turning over the Isle of Pines to the ab- 
solute sovereignty of Cuba, it makes the best possible 
disposition of a question which under any other arrange- 
ment would have been a source of constant trouble to 
the United States. The island would have been strategi- 
cally valueless, and to govern it from Washington would 
have been a vexatious and costly undertaking. These 
two treaties make a total of six that have been entered 
into by the United States and Cuba since the island 
gained its independence, and taken together they afford 
a solid foundation for the closest intimacy, both political 
and commercial, between the two countries. 


-— 
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No record of the work of the United States Army In 
the Philippines would be complete without the story of 
its suecessful efforts to eradicate bubonic plague. The 
truth is that it has abolished that dreadful disease from 
the Philippines as completely as it abolished fever from 
Cuba. The campaign against yellow fever in Havana 
was directed against mosquitoes, which investigation had 
shown to be the direct agency for transmitting the disease, 
whereas the campaign against the plague in Manila was 
dir-cted against rats, which research had proved to be 
the commonest means of spreading the pestilence. The 
fight against the plague began on January 15 and con- 
tinued until March 15 following, under the immediate di- 
rection of the Medical Department of the Army. It is 
estimated that during that period in the city of Manila 
more than 200,000 rats were destroyed. Upwards of 
60,000 rats, each tagged with the address at which it was 
capiured, were sent to a specially equipped biological lab- 
oratory for examination. Of the number mentioned 
40,000 were examined microscopically and 242 were found 
infected with plague. More than six hundred houses 
Were remodelled, renovated and made habitable; many 
hundreds of shacks and other flimsy structures were 
burned to the ground; every building in the city supposed 
to be infected was thoroughly overhauled; cement floors 





were laid, double walls capable of affording a refuge for 
rats were torn out; defective plumbing was removed; 
white wash was freely applied everywhere; sick patients 
were isolated in special hospitals and upwards of 25,000 
persons were inoculated with plague serum. The result 
of this vigorous policy was’ that deaths from plague, which 
increased from one hundred and ninety-nine in 1900 to 
four hundred and thirty-two in 1901, declined to a mere 
dozen or so in 1902, and the city of Manila as well as the 
provinces are to-day virtually free from plague. The or- 
ganization and execution of this remarkable campaigu 
was left entirely to the medical officers of the Army and 
the story of it constitutes one of the noblest chapters in 
the history of their labors. 
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President Roosevelt’s reservation of lands and buiid- 
ings in Porto Rico for the United States Government, in- 
cluding the Army and Navy, follows the lines recom- 
mended by Capt. William V. Judson, of the Engineer 
Corps of the Army, who made a survey of the property 
several months ago. There is considerable opposition in 
San Juan to the appropriation of certain property which 
has been reserved for the Navy, and the Porto Rican 
Commissioner of the Interior holds that the demands of 
the United States are excessive. The reservations an- 
nounced by the President include about eighty acres of 
land on both sides of the military road, the Isla Grande, 
on which the quarantine station is located, the naval sta- 
tion and the custom house at San Juan, together with all 
land lying between the old city wall and the shore line, 
the military forts, the harbor works on Puntilla Point, 
the Presidio and Presidio Park and the Island of Uu- 
lebra, together with the adjacent keys. It is contended by 
some of the insular officials that some of the property 
which it is proposed to reserve for the Navy is indispensa- 
ble to the commercial welfare of San Juan, and that its 
removal from local control would be a severe hardship. 
Another interesting development in connection with the 
President’s reservation is the discovery that certain por- 
tions of the property are wanted both by the Army and 
the Navy, and that these rival claims will have to be ad- 
justed by agreement between the two Services. It is gen- 
erally agreed, however, that the property designated for 
reservation is required in order that the defenses of the 
island may be thoroughly established, and we do not doubt 
that the matter has been dealt with ‘n such a manner as 
to entail the least possible hardship upon private inter- 
ests. 














Political conditions in Hawaii are in a state of con- 
fusion which may result in serious injury to the material 
welfare of the territory. The extremely liberal suf- 
frage system which the United States Congress devised 
for Hawaii placed the ballot in the hands of 
a large number of densely ignorant natives who 
are utterly unfit for political control, and _ they 
are now in the majority in the popular branch 
of the insular legislative, where they have forced 
the adoption of a bill forbidding the admission of any 
more white Americans into the islands. These reac- 
tionaries, taking for their watch word “Hawaii for 
Hawaiians,” contend that the Americans are seeking 
absolute control of the politics of the islands and that 
consequently they should be kept out altogether. A 
mere enactment of the insular legislature excluding 
Americans from Hawaii would of course be of no effect 
whatever, but the demand for it is important in that 
it shows that the franchise has been recklessly be- 
stowed. The anti-American agitation is evidently en- 
ccuraged by the royalist element, who have never been 
reconciled to the overthrow of the monarchy, and their 
influence is distinctly pernicious, tending as it does to 
foment political discord and obstruct progress.

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Further evidence of the satisfactory state of affairs 
in the Philippines appears in the communication received 
by the War Department from Major Gen. George W. 
Davis, commanding the Division, in which he reports 
that conditions warrant a large reduction of the regular 
forces now in the islands. What is specially gratifying 
is General Davis’s statement that there appears to be 
now need for increasing the force in the Moro country. 
For the last year the situation in the Island of Min- 
danao has been more acute than at any other point in 
the archipelago, and it is there alone that it has been 
necessary to use any considerable body of troops in 
actual operations. Thanks to the alertness and tact of 
the officers in command, conditions in Mindanao have 
steadily improved, and the natives have with few ex- 
ceptions cheerfully submitted to American authority. 
The further reduction of the regular force recommended 
by General Davis is a fine tribute, not only to the ef- 
ficiency of the troops themselves, but to the progress 
that has been made by Army officers in training the 
natives for military and police duty.

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Anglo-American hospitality has been splendidly exem- 





_ plified during the present week in the hearty welcome 


given to the European Squadron of our Navy at Ports- 
mouth, and to the North American Squadron of the Brit- 
ish Navy at Bar Harbor, Me. The visitors were received 
in both instances with a degree of fraternal cordiality en- 


tirely worthy of the nations which they represent and in 
keeping with the finest traditions of the services to which 
they belong. The reception of the American Squadron 
in England was in the nature of things more imposing 
than that of the British Squadron in the United States, 
but not more ardent in feeling nor more keenly responsive 
to the Anglo-American sentiment that “blood is thicker 
than water.” These two squadrons have put in a week 
of effective work as messengers of peace and good will be- 
tween the great nations to which they belong, and the 
judgment of broad minded observers on both sides of the 
Atlantic will be that they have rendered an important ser- 
vice to the cause of international concord. Than that ser- 
vice there is none more honorable or humane. 
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Surgeon General O’Reilly of the Army is hopeful that 
the incoming Congress may be persuaded to provide for 
the construction of a great modern military hospital 
in or near Washington, such as was proposed to the last 
Congress, and to encourage efforts in that direction he is 
having prepared and will exhibit to the responsible 
committees of both houses plans and specifications of an 
institution adapted to the needs of the Service to be ea- 
tablished at Washington or elsewhere, though it is re- 
quired in Washington more urgently than anywhere else. 
The site of the present military hospital at Washington 
Barracks is needed for the building of the Army War 
College and the Engineer School of Application, so that 
a rearrangement of some sort seems inevitable. It is 
estimated that a general hospital equal to the needs of 
the Service and capable of great educational usefulness 
in connection with the Army Medical School could be 
built for $250,000, and we know of no way in which 
the money could be more wisely invested. 
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The interchange of congratulatory messages between 
the President of the United States, King Edward, the 
German Emperor, Lieutenant General Miles, Governor 
Taft of the Philippines and other officials on July 4 to 
signalize the formal opening of the new Pacific cable, 
served as an auspicious inaugural for an enterprise which 
is full of promise for American progress and prestige 
on the sea. With the acquisition of the Philippines by 
the United States a cable across the Pacific became a 
certainty. All thoughtful observers realize that it was 
indispensable, not only as an adjunct to our rapidly in- 
creasing commerce on the Pacific, but as an auxiliary 
to the defenses of American interests in the Philippine 
archipelago. The completed cable is an imposing testi- 
wonial to the energy and skill of its builders, and it can- 
not but enormously accelerate the advance of American 
influence in the great nations of Asia. The execution 
of this splendid project is a triumph of peace, the moral 
effect of which will be to minimize the chances of war.

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A proposition has been made to the special board, con- 
sisting of representatives of the various executive depart- 
ments of the Government appointed by Presiaent Roose- 
velt for the purpose of consolidating the work of the de- 
partments, that the Hydrographic Office and the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey be consolidated and placed under the 
Navy Department. Rear Admiral Bowles, Chief of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, who represents the 
Navy Department on this board, decidedly favors this 
project, it is said, and is using strong arguments to pre- 
vail upon the other members of the board to approve of it. 
From the present indications it seems likely that a report 
to this effect will be made by this special board. Admiral 
Bowles is said to favor a plan placing all ocean survey 
work under the Navy Department and all land surveys 
under the War Department. Secretary of the Navy 
Moody has recently stated that he will take no action 
looking to the abolition or continuation of the brancl 
hydrographic offices pending the report of the special 
board appointed by the President. ;

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Another brief revival of the fanciful project for the 
disarmament of nations took place in the British House 
of Commons on July 6 when Prime Minister Balfour, in 
reply to a question, stated that the British Government 
had not changed its views on the subject. The Govern- 
ment, he explained, could not consistently take the initia- 
tive, but would be glad to join in a conference looking to 
a diminution of armaments whenever the proposal came 
from any of the great powers. The British fleet, he con- 
tinued, was mainly for defensive purposes, wherein it 
differed from nearly all the other great fleets of the world, 
and for that reason the proposal for a reduction of naval 
armament should come from some nation other than Great 
Britain. There was no further talk on the subject, and 
the matter was dropped right there.

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Washington advices state that the first message re- 
ceived at the Navy Department from the Island of 
Guam by the new Pacific cable was from Comdr. Wil- 
liam BE. Sewell, U.S.N., Governor of the island and 
bore date of July 5. The Army AND Navy JOURNAL can 
equal this record, having received a despatch from an 
officer stationed in Guam with the date of July 5—the 
message, when deciphered, reading, “All well, every- 
thing running smoothly.” These were undoubtedly two of 
the first, if indeed not the very first, messages cabled 
to the United States from that distant island,

Many inquiries have been received from officers of the 
Navy in regard to the proper construction of the enact- 
ing clause and first proviso of section thirteen of the Per- 
sonnel Act placing them upon Army pay. It is claimed 
that the present construction of this act by the Treasury 
Department is radically erroneous. The terms of the 
statute are as follows: “That, after June 30, 1899, com- 
missioned officers of the line of the Navy and of the Med- 
ical and Pay Corps shall receive the same pay and allow- 
ances, except forage, as are or may be provided by or in 
pursuance of law for the officers of corresponding rank 
in the Army. Provided, that such officers when on shore 
shall receive the allowances, but fifteen per centum less 
pay than when on sea duty; but this provision shall not 
apply to warrant officers commissioned under section 
twelve of this Act.” As at present construed offi- 
cers of the Navy receive Army pay while at 
sea and fifteen per centum less than Army pay 
while on shore. This, say many of the officers 
ef the Navy, is contrary to the requirement that officers 
of the Navy shall receive the same pay and allowances as 
officers of the Army, and brings it and the enacting clause 
into antagonism as opposing pieces of legislation, when 
they should be read harmoniously. It is contended that 
an officer of the Navy when at sea should receive seven 
and a half per cent. more, and when on shore seven and a 
half per cent. less than Army pay. Then, on the theory 
that an officer is half his time at sea and half his time on 
shore, he would ultimately receive the same pay as an offi- 
cer of corresponding rank in the Army. This may be 
sound as a matter of reason and fairness, but it is not 
what the law requires. The proviso has been held by the 
Comptroller ot the Treasury to be an exception to the 
preceding sentence and, in the opinion of Mr. W. B. 
King, attorney for many Navy officers under the Person- 
nel Act, that decision is correct. The proviso is to be 
given the usual and proper function of a statutory pro- 
viso to carve a special class out of a general class. It 
makes an exception against the special class, subjecting it 
to different treatment. The grant to naval officers of 
Army pay is general; it covers all naval officers within the 
designations of the statute. But there follows an ex- 
ception introduced by way of proviso, saying that when 
naval officers are on shore their pay shall be at a different 
rate from the general provision contained in tne enacting 
clause. Aside from this it appears that the junior offi- 
cers are at sea for more than half the time, while many 
captains and rear admirals enjoy far less of sea service 
than of shore duty, so that the junior grades would re- 
ceive much more than the Army officers in a given period 
of time, while the captains and rear admirals would re- 
ceive less, and this the law will not allow. A captain at 
$4,500 receives on shore $3,825 under the existing con- 
struction; under the proposed construction he would re- 
ceive at sea $4,837.50, and shore pay at the rate of $4,- 
162.50. But the law says that he must have while on 
shore fifteen per cent. less than his pay at sea, which 
would be $4,111.87. 
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It appears that the forthcoming cruise of the Pacific 
Squadron, Rear Admiral Henry Glass, U.S.N., command- 
ing, in Alaskan waters, is partly for the purpose of put- 
ting the ships through an extended series of squadron ma- 
neuvers, and partly to examine the islands of the Aleutian 
group to ascertain their strategical value in the event of 
war. They will be well situated, too, if there is a demand 
for warships in China waters. The Navy Department 
has already arranged to establish a coaling station at 
Dutch Harbor, Alaska, which would be immensely useful 
in time of naval operations in the North Pacific, but it is 
believed that similar stations can be established with 
great advantage on some of the long chain of Aleutian 
Islands remote from the Alaskan mainland. The West- 
ern Aleutians are within striking distance of the Asiatic 
coast, and a coaling base on the Island of Attu would be 
of almost incalculable value in contingencies involving a 
clash with Russia, China or Japan. Fortunately the 
Secretary of the Navy has at his disposal upwards of 
$700,000 for establishing coaiing stations, so that if it 
shall be found desirable to locate an additional one in 
Alaskan waters the work can be accomplished in short 
orders. Because of the facts we have stated, the report 
of Admiral Glass as to the availability of sites in the 
Aleutians will be awaited with eager interest. With 
reference to the projected coaling station at Una- 
laska, it is said that Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, does not favor that 
site as much as he does some place nearer the 180 meri- 
dan. Rear Admiral R. B. Bradford, Chief of the Bureau 
of Equipment, in his last annual report, gave nis reasons 
for favoring Dutch Harbor and explained in detail the 
strategic value of that place as well as the fact that he 
did not believe there were any other harbors to the east- 
ward as well suited for a coaling station as Dutch Har- 
bor. Admiral Glass has received instructions to make a 
careful survey of all the possible sites, and to take the ne- 
cessary soundings in harbors adjacent to the 180 meridan. 
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Major William O. Owen, Med. Dept. U.S.A., pub- 
lishes an article in the last number of the Journal of the 
Association of Military Surgeons of the United States in 
which he revives the old contention and argues that gen- 
eral officers, trained in the line of the Army, without a 
knowledge of sanitary laws beyond that possessed by ordi- 
narily well edueated gentlemen, do not sufficiently appre- 
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ciate the dangers in an encampment from the sanitary 
standpoint. He believes that the relation held by the 
Medical Department of an army to that army should be 
that all sanitary dangers should be dealt with by the 
general in command, with the same care and detail that 
he would give to the information received from his 
trusted scouts as to an ambuscade or other danger pre- 
pared by the enemy to receive him. To improve the effi- 
ciency of the Medical Corps and thereby afford greater 
protection for the health of troops in camp, Major Owen 
favors a law that will enforce upon the commander a di- 
rect legal personal responsibility when he deliberately 
sets at defiance all the rules recognized the world over by 
sanitarians, or when he by his deliberate personal exam- 
ple encourages his men to violate them, allowing his men 
to drink water which he has been advised is polluted. 
Major Owen’s paper is forcible and interesting, but his 
evident belief that most if not all general officers are 
either ignorant of or indifferent to sanitary safeguards 
for the protection of troops is obviously not well founded. 
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The army of Servia is organized on the principle of 
compulsory universal service with many exemptions, in 
consequence of which, although the population of Servia 
is in round numbers some 2 1-2 millions, the actual peace 
strength of the army at the present moment is only very 
slightly over 20,000 of all ranks and arms of the service. 
On a war footing its strength should be about 300,000 of 
all ranks; but only about 100,000 of these would belong 
to the regular army; the remaining two-thirds consisting 
of militia troops, only about half of whom again would 
have had military training. The men are efficient sol- 
diers and have proved their courage in many a battle. 
The discipline is fairly good, the marching power of the 
men is above the average, and they can withstand hard- 
ships and fatigue well. The artillery is antiquated but 
the batteries are well drilled. Poor horses lower the 
quality of the cavalry and the transport service. In the 
late war against Turkey field batteries even were drawn 
by oxen on account of the deficiency in horses. ‘here 
are very few more than 2,000 combatant officers in the 
whole army, of whom 1,074 are on the active list and 
954 in the reserve. Officers, who are as a rule well edu- 
cated, are obtained either by promotion from the ranks, 
after two years as sergeant, or from the Military Acade- 
my, which passes about 150 cadets every year. 
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That conditions in the Orient are regarded as disquiet- 
ing is shown in the approval, by the Navy General Board, 
of the recommendation of Rear Admiral Evans that the 
force of marines attached to the Asiatic Station be in- 
creased from 1,000 to 1,500. As we pointed out last 
week, Admiral Evans is apprehensive of serious trouble 
in China, and has repeatedly urged the maintenance of a 
larger force of marines at Cavite and Olongapo as a pre- 
cautionary measure, and the approval of his recommenda- 
tion by so conservative a body as the General Board is 
significant. To make the proposed increase, however, 
will be a task of considerable difficulty. General Hey- 
wood has informed the Navy Department that the corps 
is short one thousand men and that unless the battalion 
of marines on the Panther of Rear Admiral Coghlan’s 
Caribbean Squadron is assigned to relieve the marine gar- 
risons in the United States, not more than two hundred 
men can be detached from those stations for service in the 
Far East. Because of this situation increased attention 
will be given to recruiting for the marines, and it is an- 
nounced that the Navy Department is so deeply impressed 
with the reports of Admiral Evans that no effort will 
be spared to comply with his request. Service condi- 
tions in the Marine Corps are such that there should be 
little trouble in recruiting the corps up to its authorized 
strength.

There is a small force now at work on the Panama 
Canal by the French company to hold the charter, but 
real work by the United States will not begin after we ob- 
tain title to the canal for from one and a half to two 
years, the Washington Post says, even if an agreement be- 
tween the two governments is reached. It is estimated 
that about 20 per cent. of the total expenditure (nearly 
$25,000,000) will be used in getting ready. The most 
thorough and comprehensive arrangements will be made 
in engineering, policing, sanitation and general contin- 
gencies. Without this preliminary work three out of 
every five men who go there would never come back. The 
great obstacle has always been the dreadful fevers which 
attack the workmen. The American sanitary officers are 
the most skilled disease fighters in the world. They will 
surely win in Panama, for they are planning the greatest 
campaign that science has ever inaugurated. When the 
work of construction finally gets under way the least 
number of men whose services will be required is estimat- 
ed at thirty thousand. It has not been determined whether 
the Government will do all the work, or whether a large 
amount of it will be done by contract. Rates of compen- 
sation in no line have been agreed upon or computed. The 
commissioners state that they will endeavor to secure the 
best skilled labor in all lines, and pay accordingly. 
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Experiments carried out recently by direction of the 
British Admiralty gave results (say the Sheffield, Eng- 
land, Independent) which tended to show that a capped 
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shell is not so effective for armor piercing purposes ag jt 
is generally supposed to be. Nine-inch plates of the 
quality used in the main belts of the newer cruisers, such 
as the Leviathan, were attacked by shells fitted with 
piercing steel caps. Different muzzle velocities were at. 
tained during the firing. It was sought, as far as possi- 
ble, to produce about the same force of impact as woulj 
be likely to be developed when a cruiser’s belt is struck 
in action. In the case mentioned, armor proved superior 
to the projectile. At normal velocity the attack was 
quite defeated, cap and projectiles being alike broken into 
fragments. With greater velocity the plate was slightly 
fractured, and the projectiles embedded their points, but 
in such a way that had the armor been on the side of 
vessel instead of on a proof-butt the projectiles could not 
have got into the ship and done any damage. A gooj 
deal of importance is attached to these experiments.

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The John Fritz Medal, a gold medal to be awarded an- 
nually for notable scientific or industrial achievement, was 
established by the professional associates of John Fritz, 
of Bethlehem, Pa., on Aug. 21, 1902, his eightieth birtb- 
day, to perpetuate the memory of his achievements in ip. 
dustrial progress. There is no restriction in awarding the 
medal on account of nationality or sex. Awards are to be 
made by a board of sixteen, chosen in equal numbers from 
the four national societies of civil, mining, mechanical! and 
electrical engineers. On or before Oct. 15 each year each 
member of the board is to name one or more persons who 
in his opinion would be suitable candidates for the medal 
which may be awarded one year after the next annuai 
meeting of the board. At the annual meeting to be heli 
ouethe third Friday of January each year in New York 
city one name selected from the candidates will be pre- 
sented and voted upon, a majority vote of the members 
present being necessary for the final award of the medal!

Admiral Bradford intends that even the china on our 
Navy mess tables shall contribute to patriotic education. 
He proposes to have the ware decorated with blue and 
gold and marked with stripes according with the rank of 
the chief of the mess. Foreign china will be taboed, as 
better china is made in this country and no duty is paid 
on it. Manufacturers have submitted designs from which 
a selection will be made. Silver plated ware will be 
used to a larger extent, so as to save breakage. A story 
told by the late Comdr. Edward Barrett, U.S:N., shows 
that plated ware, when no longer useful for mess pur- 
poses, can be devoted to the service of diplomacy. Ac- 
cording to this story, some of our Navy officers wishing to 
conciliate an African potentate named “King Billy,” pre- 
sented him with a discarded soup ladle and a lot of gay 
ribbons. This so delighted the dusky sovereign that when 
he came aboard the ship to make a visit in state, he 
wore the ladle tied on to the front of his ample per- 
son with the variegated ribbons and also wore a dilapidat- 
ed stove-pipe hat.

It is hoped that something may be done to avoid 
complications in the matter, for the necessity for these 
small craft was never so urgent as at the present time.

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RULES FOR JOINT MANEUVERS. 


We have received a copy of the rules for Army and 
Navy maneuvers, prepared under the direction of the 
Army and Navy Departments by Major Geo. F. E. 
Harrison, Art..Corps, U.S. Army, and Lieut. Mark L. 
Bristol, U.S. Navy. These rules are promulgated with a 
view to meet the circumstances and incidents likely to 
arise in an attack by a hostile fleet on the harbors of 
the coasts of the United States. They are based on the 
assumption that ‘the primary object of maneuvers on 
either side is to investigate certain systems and  rob- 
lems of attack and to test the training of the personnel 
and the efficieney of the material. By the application 
of these rules, it is proposed to obtain, after the com- 
pletion of the maneuvers, a decision on each phase there- 
of through the instrumentality of a Board of Arbitra- 
tion. To this end the board must be provided with an 
authentie record of all events, to the keeping of which 
these rules are particularly directed. The information 
to be obtained is: 

lor the Army.—General features of attack on posts 
and the defense of same; the most efficient way for dis- 
trict commanders to exercise command of the defenses 
of Artillery districts in action, including the practical 
co-ordination of such defenses as a whole; the use of 
movable armaments; the best system of fire contro] and 
direction; a simple and reliable method of communica- 
ding orders and information from fire commanders and 
battery commanders to gun emplacements; the best use 
of searchlights in detecting the approach of an enemy; 
the best location of searchlights together with all in- 
formation as to the use of same in connection with the 
fire of guns on ships at night; the location of range 
finders, and the comparative methods of depression and 
horizontal base systems; system of signals by search 
lights between forts; the best method of conducting the 
work of security and information, and the utilization of 
commercial life-saving and lighthouse stations; the num- 
ber, type, caliber and mounting of guns at each fort, and 
the sufficiency and adaptability of same to purpose in- 
tended; type and number of emplacements, material 
composed of, construction, durability and strength, in- 
terior arrangements, suitability of site, plan, elevation 
and position with reference to other emplacements, and 
to enemy’s guns on front, flank and rear; facilities for 
personnel to pass from one emplacement to another; con- 
venience as to location of ammunition delivery tables, or 
the points at which ammunition is received by the can- 
noneers from the ammunition detail; effect of fire of 
guus in and about emplacements in the target practice 
preceding the naval attack; means of lighting inside and 
out; location and dimensions of replotting, telephone 
and telautograph booths; condition of rooms and gal- 
leries as to dryness; drainage and ventilation; con- 
venience of location of armament chests, loading imple- 
ments, tools, ete., and provisions made for same; effi- 
ciency of ammunition service; the condition and effi- 
ciency of all electrical plants and appliances including 
power plants, generators, storage batteries, power rooms, 
lamps, switchboards, motors for hoists and for maneuver- 
ing guns and carriages, electrical firing devices, and 
method of using cables, wires, conduits, telephones and 
telautographs; the practical application of wireless 
telegraphy and use of balloons. 

lor the Navy.—The best method of obtaining the 
ranges of the forts and batteries fired at, the means of 
communicating these ranges to the divisional officers, 
the designation of the target to the divisional officers; 
the effect of smoke in concealing the target (as far as 
possible, in view of the limitations imposed by the simu- 
lated fire of the heavy guns), the order of fire in the 
ship considering the direction and force of the wind; the 
eflect of mines and obstructions and the progress of the 
ships: for the Admiral; the best method of concealing 
his approach; in the attack, whether it is possible to 
designate separate targets for the different ships after 
the action has begun, or to cease firing at certain bat- 
teries that he deems to be silenced, and to concentrate 
the fire of the ships on the remaining batteries; the method 
of maneuvering under fire; considering the character of 
the channel, the best formation to be used, we distance 
between ships, and the speed; the efficiency of the signals 
used; the method of attacking in a fog, or by night; 
the use of searchlights for lighting the target and for 
blinding the eyes of the opposing gunners or range ob- 
servers; whether to direct the beams at the guns or at 
the range finders; whether desirable to use searchlights 
from all the ships, or from a few, the others remaining 
in darkness, and firing at the targets illuminated by the 
searchlights of the few; the method of preventing the 
crossing of beams and the forming of dark sectors be- 
yond; the blinding effect of the opposing searchlights, 
beth on navigation and on aiming at the designated 
target; the possibility of shielding the eyes and looking 
under the beam; the methods to be adopted in forcing 
mined and obstructed channels. 

A board of five arbitrators will be appointed, two for 
each Service, and the fifth by agreement between the 
Army and Navy commanders. Junior officers are eligible 
for this detail. Umpires, not attached to the ships or 
forts to which they are assigned, will be appointed. Also 
“ 1] observers for the forts and military observers for 
the ships. 

lhe maneuvers will be divided into phases, or definite 
movements, to attain a specified object. The reports of the 
npires, observers and commanding officers will afford 
t basis for decision by the Board of Arbitration. 
The rules contain an elaborate series of directions for 
conducting the operations, keeping a record of them and 
making reports. A final opinion is expected from each 
commanding officer ashore of the sufficiency of the 
present fixed defenses and of their relative value at 
nicht, or in thick or foggy weather; also to what extent 
mines and obstructions are applicable, whether there 
enough searchlights and rapid fire batteries to cover 
the mine fields and prevent countermining, and whether 
some mobile defense is necessary for the same purpose 
in thick or foggy weather or at night. 

\ series of tables is given showing the value in points 
for each shot fired from the Army guns and from the 
Navy guns.

A mortar 
battery cannot be destroyed by gun-fire. Note.—ln the 
case of movable armaments any number of guns con- 
stitutes a battery, if within 200 feet of each other and 
without traverses; or if within 100 feet of each other and 
with traverses. 

The life of ships in points is as follows: A. Battle- 
ships, 1,000 day, 1,200 night; B. Armored cruisers, 500 
day, 600 night; C. Protected cruisers, 350 day, 420 night; 
D. Unprotected cruisers, 200 day, 240 night; E. Gun- 
boats, 100 day, 120 night. 

The points for silencing guns ashore and afloat are as 
follows: One disappearing gun (any caliber), 600 day, 
720 night; one 12-inch Barbette gun, 300 day, 360 night; 
one battery, 6-inch or less, Barbette, 300 day, 360 night; 
one battery, moveable armament, 250 day, 300- night. 
Mortar batteries cannot be silenced. Rapid fire and 
auxiliary batteries of a ship, 450 day, 540 night. 

In an attack upon an entrenched position ten times 
the number of the defenders of such position actually 
engaged shall be required to take it, and the casualties 
suffered by the assailants shall be twice the whole num- 
ber of the defenders. In estimating the effect of gun-fire, 
the number of shots fired under the practice conditions 
of the maneuvers shall not be considered to exceed the 
average rate of fire for each caliber as determined under 
service conditions from reports of target practice.

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USE OF ar adhe) ¢ DURING THE CIVIL 


I was greatly interested im the communication of 
Captain Joubert Reitz, published in your journal March 
21, 1903, giving a description of the block-house system 
inaugurated by General Kitchener in the Transvaal 
War. It was a continuous line of block-houses con- 
nected by barbed wire, to prevent the Boers crossing 
the railway lines, and virtually corralling their forces 
in certain districts until want of food forced them to 
surrender. Captain Reitz asserts that the block-house 
system did more to end the war than the ‘whole British 
Ariny. 

in the Civil War our block-house system was just as 
effective, but in another direction. We used it for the 
purpose of protecting our lines of communication, not as 
a trocha, or a line connected with wire fencing and other 
obstructions, as used by the British and by the Spaniards 
in the Cuban War. The British built theirs of bags 
filed with earth. The Spaniards erected neat structures 
of two stories, built of concrete, with wooden roofs and 
openings for two lines of fire, one above the other. These 
were erected not more than half a mile apart. In the 
Civil War our block-houses were usually erected of logs, 
one and two stories high. The face of the upper story 
had an angle of forty-five degrees to the face of the first 
stery, thus concentrating a direct fire upon an enemy 
approaching from any point of the compass, The first 
block-houses in the West that I know of were built 
by my command in July and August, 1862, when it re- 
built the Mobile and Ohio Railroad from Columbus to 
Humbolt. There were many important bridges on this 
line, and we built block-houses at the most important 
ones, and stockades at the others. 

In December, 1862, when Van Dorn, Forest and Jack- 
son made the noted raid into West Tennessee, and de- 


feated Grant's first Vicksburg campaign by the capture. 


of Holly Springs, Mississippi, the forces at all these 
structures held their positions, and defeated the enemy 
when attacked, while at the bridges between Jackson, 
Tennessee and Grand Junction, where they had only 
earth defences, the forces were driven away or captured. 
The result of this was that General Grant issued an 
order commending the action of the detachments that 
were successful, stating that wherever they stood success 
followed, and the enemy suffered a loss in killed and 
wounded greater than the garrisons of the block-houses 
and stockades. ‘This result also caused General Grant 
to issue an order to build block-houses and stockades on 
the line of the Memphis and Charleston Kailway at all 
important bridges from Memphis to Corinth, and they 
protected this line of communication until it was aban- 
. doned, 

The block-houses held about a company, but sometimes 
stockades or earth intrenchments were added to hold two 
companies, and our orders were imperative to all forces 
occupying them never to leave them or surrender, no 
matter how large the attacking force. My first order 
stated that a company in a block-house or stockade was 
equal to a regiment attacking, and I do not remember 
the enemy, in their numerous raids, ever capturing one 
that was defended, up to the time I left Corinth in the 
summer of 1863. After the battle of Chattanooga, when 
our armies were lying along the line of the railway from 
Nashville to Decatur and Nashville to Stevenson, 1 re- 
built the Nashville and Decatur Railway, on which 
there were at least thirty important bridges, at each of 
which we built strong block-houses and stockades, and 
the enemy never captured one of them, though in two in- 
stances they were attacked with a brigade, and often 
with two regiments and batteries. We protected against 
Artillery fire by throwing up earthworks to the heighth 
of the first line of fire, taking the chance of any damage 
being done above that. Our orders here were when 
Forest, Roddy and Hannan attacked this line to hold the 
posts under any and all circumstances, stating that if 
they stayed in the. block-houses and stockades nothing 
could defeat them, and so it proved. Where these forces 
struck a regiment, and captured it in earth works, they 
went twelve miles north to the Sulphur Trestle, a 
bridge one hundred and twenty-five feet high, defended 
by two companies in a block-house and stockade, and 
were signally defeated. The Army of the Cumberland 
protected the line from Nashville to Stevenson, and on to 
Chattanooga, with blockhouses at all bridges and im- 
portant points, and when on the 5th of May, 1864, Gen- 
eral Sherman started on the Atlanta campaign, General 
Hooker reports on April 23, 1864, that he detailed 1,460 
men to occupy block-houses from Nashville to Chat- 
tanooga, and this foree held that line of road throughout 
the campaign, though many attempts were made to 
destroy it. During the Atlanta campaign as we ad- 
vanced the railway was rebuilt, and all bridges and sta- 
tions had block-houses or stockades to protect them. 

General Green B, Raum’s brigade was located at some 
of the most important structures. General Wheeler 
with all of Jobnston’s Cavalry force and several bat- 
teries, endeavored to destroy this, our only line of com- 
munication for transporting supplies. General Raum’s 
story is so to the point that I quote it almost entire. 
He says: 

“My experiences with block-houses extended from May 
to November, 1864, on the Memphis and Charleston 
Railroad, and the Chattanooga and Atlanta Railroad. 
Blockhouses were built along these railroads exclusively 
for the protection of bridges. They were built of heavy 
square timbers, sometimes with two or three thicknesses 
of timber, and were of various sizes. I had a two-story 
block-house built at Mud Creek, east of Scottsboro, Ala.: 
it would easily hold 100 men. These houses were care- 
fully pierced with loop holes, so that the garrison could 
cover every approach. My garrisons were usually too 
large for the block-houses. In these cases I threw up 
an earth-work, and protected it with abatis. The Con- 
federate forces soon learned to respect a block-house. I 
found it to be an absolute defence against musketry. 

“During the Atlanta campaign our block-houses were 
constantly attacked by raiding parties; small and great 
trains would be thrown from the track and burned, and 
small sections of the track destroyed. About July 5 
1864, an enterprising Confederate cavalryman with about 
300 men made a rapid march up Dirt Town Valley, crossed 
the Chattanooga range by a bridle path, threw a train of 
15 loaded cars off the track, burned them and destroyed 
a small section the track, but he did not attempt to 


destroy the bridge near by at Tilton—it was defended by 
a block-house with a capacity for seventy men. 
“When General Wheeler made his great raid north in 


August, 1864, he struck the railroad at various places. 
He destroyed two miles of track immediately south of 
‘Tilton, Ga., but did not come within range of the block- 
house, and did not attempt to destroy the bridge de- 
fended by the block-house. During this raid General 
Wheeler, without hesitation, attacked and carried a 
part of the works at Dalton. During the Atlanta cam- 
paign there was not a bridge destroyed by the Con- 
federates between Nashville and Atlanta which was 
protected by a block-house. 

“After the fall of Atlanta, General Hood moved with 
his entire army against the Chattanooga and Atlanta 
Railroad, destroying 37 miles of track. On October 
12 he struck the railroad at Resaca and Tilton. Tilton 
was garrisoned by the 17th Iowa, Lieut. Colonel Archer 
commanding. He had about 350 men—no artillery. An 
army corps was in his front. Colonel Archer held the 
enemy off seven hours, fighting from his rifle-pits and 
block-house.. At last the Confederate commander placed 
several batteries in postion, and opened upon the de- 
voted garrison. In a short time: the block-house was 
rendered untenable, and Colonel Archer was forced to 
surrender. ‘This was the first and only success against 
our block-house system. On Dec. 4, 1864, Bates’ division 
of Cheatham’s corps attacked the block-house at the rail- 
road crossing of Overall’s Creek, five miles north of 
Murfreesborough, Tenn. The enemy used artillery to re- 
duce the block-house. and although 74 shots were fired at 
it, no material injury was done; the garrison held out 
until relieved by Gen. Milroy from Murfreesborough.” 

After the Atlanta campaign, in the Department of 
Missouri, every important bridge and town where de- 
tachments of troops were stationed was protected by 
block-houses and stockades, and during the Indian cam- 
paigits of 1864-5 and 6, our lines of .communication, 
stage and telegraph, were all held successfully by small 
detachments of troops in block-houses and stockades and 
were never captured unless overwhelming forces of the 
Indians attacked them, and only then when the defensive 
works were inferior or not properly constructed, and 
even in cases where detachments left their stations if 
they had remained they would have successfully held 
them. After I took command on the plains and issued 
positive orders for detachments to stay by their posts 
and never leave them, not a single detachment that I 
remember of was captured in its block-house or stockade. 
With the small force we had it would have. been im- 
possible to maintain our mail, telegraph and overland 
routes successfully, if it had not been for our system of 
block-houses and stockades, dotted for thousands of 
miles over each of the overland routes. It is evident 
from our experience in the West that our block-house 
and stockade system of defending our lines of communi- 
cation was a great success, not only as against raids of 
cavalry, but from attacks of infantry and artillery, and 
saved to us a very large force for the field. I left on 
the line of the railway from Nashville to Athens during 
the Atlanta campaign only two regiments of negroes, 
taking with me my entire corps, and without the block- 
heuses to defend the lines from Nashville to Stevenson 
and Stevenson to Atlanta, it would have taken a thous- 
and men without block-house protection for every hun- 
dred required with it.

One more great event is added to those 
which should make the Fourth of July a day of happy 
memories in the archipelago.” 

By Brig. Gen. Adolphus W. Greely, Chief Signal 
Officer, U.S.A.: ‘‘Felicitations that Filipino aspirations 
so happily fostered by you and your associates politically 
are to-day so emphatically promoted commercially by 
eennection with the United States through American 
enterprise as represented by Mackay and his associates.” 

By Col: Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., Chief Bureau 
of Insular Affairs of the War Department: “Congratu- 
lations to you, your associates, and the people of the 
Philippines on the completion of the cable and the be- 
ginning of the many resulting benefits. No portion of 
the American public exceeds the Army in rejoicing over 
the progress of peace in the Philippines.’ 

Lieutenant General Miles sent the following despatch 
to Major Gen. George W. Davis, U.S.A., commanding 
the Division of the Philippines: “The anniversary of 
our national independence is an appropriate day for 
sending greetings and congratulations on the comple- 
tion of this great achievement, another triumph in the 
interest of peace and civilization.” 

In response to an inquiry from Governor Taft of the 
Philippines, the Secretary of War states that it will not 
be necessary under the Philippine coinage law to wait 
until there are five million pesos in the islands before 
putting them in circulation, or until the law goes into 
effect by preg of the Philippine Government. The fact 
that purch of silver equal to five million pesos have 


been made is considered a compliance with the law, 
Aithough no formal order has been issued it has been 
decided that the new currency law shall go into effect 
September 1. J

Manila despatches of July 7 state that Customs In- 
spector Coates and Lieutenant Osborne, constabulary 
supply officers, both stationed at San fernando, have 
been arrested on the charge of misappropriation of Gov- 
ernment funds. 

The Philippine Civil Commission on July 8 heard ar- 
guments on the proposed opium bill, the object of which 
is to create an opium monopoly in the archipelago and 
sell it to the highest bidder. It is based on the theory 
that it will restrict the use of the drug to Chinamen who 
have used it all their lives, and prevent its indiscrimin- 
ate sale to Americans and Filipinos, many of whom are 
falling victims to the use of opium. Commissioner Smith 
charged the American lawyers representing the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce with tampering with the news- 
papers, which had cabled to Washington against the 
proposed bill. This, he declared, proved the existence of 
a Chinese fund which was being devoted to defeat the 
measure.

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SURIGAO EXPEDITION. 





Gen. J. M. Lee, U.S.A., who commanded the Depart-° 


ment of the Visayas in the Philippines last spring, in Field 
Order 4, dated March 30, announced that Col. Albert L. 
Myer, 11th Inf., was placed in charge of the military 
operations in the field designated the Surigao Expedition 
against all outlaws, ladrones and insurrectos in tliis 
province ; and that he was in command of all forces with- 
in the theater of military operations, including the con- 
stabulary under Lieut. Col. W. T. Taylor. 

Persons arrested were ordered to be turned over to the 
civil authorities. The supply departments at Tacloban 
were subject to the orders of Colonel Myer, fresh beef and 
vegetables if needed to come direct from Manila. Colonel 
Myer was also placed in control of all land-and water 
transportation, and was authorized to employ guides, de- 
tectives, interpreters, purchase supplies, and incur all 
necessary expenses in furtherance of the work in hand. 

In concluding his instructions, General Lee said: “The 
department commander takes this occasion to thank the 
Constabulary, the provincial officials and the .local offi- 
cials, as well, and of the latter, Honorable Santos Cedro, 
President of Surigeo. for their marked energy, efficiency 
and hearty co-operation in ferreting out and arresting 
those guilty of participating and aiding and abetting the 
miscreants in the recent outrage of murder and robbery. 
He congratulates them and the Constabulary upon these 
arrests and the recovery of public funds and property and 
he hopes and believes they will not relax their earnest 
and vigorous work until every surviving guilty person, no 
matter who, shall have been brought to the bar of justice 
to be punished under the law. The department com- 
mander’s special thanks are due Doctor Harry R. Win.- 
low, Philippine Constabulary, who volunteered his ser- 
vices at Iloilo to accompany the expedition and who is 
now doing efficient work in the field with Captain Perry's 
command.”

MEMORANDUM FOR THE ADJUTANT GENERAL. 
War Department, Washington, July 3, 1903. 

There appeared in the issue of the New York Sun of 
Wednesday last, a number of documents which had been 
produced in evidence in a bankruptcy proceeding, tend- 
ing to show that the firm of Littauer Brothers, glove 
manufacturers, a member of which is a member of Con- 
gress, were interested in contracts, made by E. R. Lyon 
in the year 1898, to supply gloves to the Quartermaster’s 
Department of the Army. 

I wish you to make an order directing the Inspector 
General of the Army, or such inspector general as he 
shali find to be most available, to immediately investi- 
gate this subject and ascertain and report the facts, ex- 
ercising for that purpose, so far as shall be requisite, the 
statutory authority to take testimony under oath. The 
inspector general prosecuting the inquiry is to have spe- 
cial reference to the following questions: 

lst. Whether there was in the making of any of the 
contracts referred to any such violation of Section 3739 
of the Revised Statutes as to require or justify a de- 
mand by the proper officer of the War Department for 
the repayment of any of the moneys paid by the Gov- 
ernment under said contracts. 

2nd. Whether any officer of the United States Army, 
who was concerned in the making of the said contracts, 
knew that a Member of Congress was interested therein, 
or had knowledge of facts which should have put him 
on his inquiry in regard thereto. 

3d. Whether the said contracts were made in accord- 
ance with law upon public advertisement, and awards to 
the lowest responsible bidder; and were in all respects 
lawful and regular; and whether any influences, of any 
description other than a desire to obtain the best inter- 
ests of the Government in accordance with law, affected 
in any way the awarding or making of the said contracts. 

All the records and files of the War Department, and of 
the Depot Quartermaster’s Offices in New York and Phila- 
delphia, and in any other office under the control of the 
War Department, will be open to examination by the In- 
spector General for purposes of his investigation, and the 
officers in charge in each case are directed to render him 
all the facilities and assistance within their power.

Under G.O., o. 140, H.Q.A., Nov. 2, 1901, officers 
contract and dental surgeons, and veterinarians may pur- 
chase such articles of uniform clothing, materials, and 
equipage as they need (provided the property is avail- 
able) at the prices given in this order. They will certify 
that the articles are for their personal use. Purchases 
may also be made by officers for their servants, under 
par. 1322 of the Regulations, of the articles therein named. 

The enlisted men serving in Alaska will be credited for 
each year of their enlistment with the sum of $30.79 In 
addition to their regular clothing allowance established 
by this order. 

The allowance of clothing for Philippine Scouts, as per 


G.O., No. #4, H.Q.A., A.G.O., March 12, 1902, will be aj 
the iate of nine cents per day or $2.70 per month for each 
month of enlistment irrespective of grade. The articles 
of uniform clothing allowed for issue will be designated 
by the commanding general, Division of the Philippines. 

Whenever required, the following articles will be sup. 
plied by the Quartermaster’s Department and charged to 
the enlisted men at cost. price. They do not form part 
of the annual money allowance: Cravats, cork helmets 
(in lieu of campaign hats), ponchos, rubber. 

White cotton undershirts, white muslin shirts, summer 
coats and trousers, waist belts, and knit wool drawers 
will be supplied upon application to the Quartermaster’s 
Department. They will be chargea at cost price, but are 
not computed in the soldier’s annual money allowance. 

The insignia for first-class gunners as well as service 
chevrons (peace or war) are issued without charge. 

Overcoats made of fur or other suitable warm materia) 
will be issued and accounted for in the manner prescribed 
by par. 1315 of the Regulations. 

The money allowance for clothing for the first year 
of each enlistment is alioted by half years, and the al- 
lowance for the second and third year’s enlistment should 
be divided by two to obtain the semi-annual allowance. 
There is no monthly allowance. The money-allowance 
tables give the daily proportion, estimating 36 days to 
the year, which should be used only for fractional periods 


less than the half year. 


Each enlisted man is allowed, for the first year of 
every enlistment, the sum of five dollars for the pur. 
pose of having his clothing altered and fitted to his 
person. This sum ds included in the first six months of 
the first year’s allowance as published in the accompany- 
ing tables. 

Aiguillettes and shoulder knots and music pouches do 
not form part of the annual clothing allowance of bands- 
men. When issued they will not be charged to the men. 
They will remain the property of the United States and be 
charged only in case of loss or damage. 

The special uniform for drum majors of Engineers, Ar- 
tillery, Cavalry and Infantry (aiguillettes, epaulettes, 
butons, sword belts, and shakos) do not form part of 
the annual clothing money allowance and will be issued 
but not charged, except in case of loss or d . They 
wiil, however, remain the property of the United States. 

A soldier may, when necessary, be relieved from ordi- 
nary military duty to make, repair, or alter uniforms. 
The post council will fix the rates to be charged, which 
will not exceed the cost of doing such work at the cloth- 
ing depot, and company commanders will cause to be 
deducted from the pay of enlisted men and turned over 
to the proper party the amount properly due therefor. 
(Par. 293 of the Regulations.) 

Enlisted men who, upon their enlistment, are furnished 
with overcoats having different cape linings than the 
arm of Service to which they are finally assigned, will 
be furnished, without cost, with new linings, and the 
sum of $1.00 each for inserting said linings will be de- 
frayed by the Quartermaster’s Department upon receipt 
of estimate of funds. 

in no case should the Quartermaster’s Department be 
put to the expense of changing any part of the uniform 
by reason of voluntary transfer of men from one arm of 
the Service to another. 

The issue of overcoat capes to enlisted men, separately 
from the overcoat, is not authorized. (Decision Sec. War. 
Letter Dec. 3, 1886.) 

Each prisoner, upon his release from confinement under 
a court-martial sentence, involving dishonorable dis- 
charge, is entitled to a suit‘of citizen’s outer clothing, 
at a cost not to exceed $10. (Act of Congress approved 
March 16, 1896. 

Where the allowance of post flags for any reason is not 
drawn the issue of an equal number of storm flags in 
lieu thereof is authorized. 

Under the provisions of par. 237 of the Regulations, the 
following posts are designated to display the garrison 
flag provided the flagstaff is seventy feet or more in 
height, viz:

The proposition that every officer of the Cavalry be 
required to own his own horse and that each officer be 
privileged to buy any horse in his troop, has been made to 
the Secretary of War and will be referred by him to the 
War College Board for action. The regulation requir- 
ing Cavalry officers to own their mounts has not been 
enforced within recent years owing to the uncertainty 
of the service and the possibility that the officer might at 
any time be ordered to the Philippines. The proposi- 
tion that officers be allowed to purchase any horse in their 
command is said to have been opposed by the Board on 
Changes in the Army Regulations, although approved by 
the Cavalry Board. It is claimed that by adopting such 
a regulation dissatisfaction would ensue among the men, 
who could never be certain that they would retain their 
individual mounts. There will be much interest in the 
recommendation of the Army War College Board in re- 
gard to this matter.

OUR NATIONAL GUARD. 

The full report of the “Proceedings of the Twentieth 
Convention of Officers of the Wisconsin National Guard,” 
held at Milwaukee last January, brings out some in- 
teresting facts and criticism which are worthy of wide 
circulation among the National Guard of the other 
States. Major Dally, in his account of what he learned 
at joint maneuvers at Fort Riley, tells us that he found 
General Bates “an exceedingly fine gentleman, of the 
courtly old school, a type of man that is fast disappear- 
ing from this country.” The perfect sanitary condition 
of the camp, the willingness and the enthusiasm of the 
men was, as we are further told, very marked. The 
Regular officers were very cordial and painstaking in 
their efforts to make the visit of the Guardsmen pleasant 
as well as profitable. Colonel Wagner, in his lecture 
on tactics ‘and strategy, gave an explanation of cam- 
paigns of the Civil War and “a magnificent description 
of Napoleon’s campaign in Northern Italy, explaining 
all of the maneuvers with a large map.” 

The amount of labor done by the Wisconsin Guards- 
men in camp, arduous as it seemed to them, cannot, 
Major Dally is frank to say, “be compared with the 
amount of work that the officers and men put in at the 
military maneuvers at Fort Riley.” The Major was 
struck with the good fellowship existing between officers 
and men of the Army without approach to undue famili- 
arity, the kindly disposition of the officers, the absence 
of any dictatorial manner and the ready obedience of the 
soldier. He did not see at any time one case of drunken- 
ness. 

What was said by Major Dally in his remarks gives 
proof of the excellent results following intercourse by 
the National Guard with the Regular Army. He laid 
emphasis on the fact that the officers of the Army 
were gentlemen who, without indulgence in familiarity, 
treated their men as gentlemen, giving them an ex- 
ample in their own conduct, when off duty, of what the 
bearing of a gentleman should be. 

Col. O. H. Ernst, C.E.,U.S.A., Brig. Gen. Vols., made 
an admirable address which showed how well an 
Army officer can talk when he deals with a subject he 
thoroughly understands. Speaking from his experience 
with volunteer troops, while a brigade commander in 
Cuba, General Ernst made some suggestions which will 
be of service to the National Guardsmen of every State. 
He criticised the fact that his Volunteers were armed 
with the Springfield when they should have had the 
modern rifle, and stated that there were plenty of tents 
but a deficiency in canteens, which were even more 
necessary, in cartridge belts, leggings, cooking utensils 
and other necessary articles. The men did not know 
how to cook and the kitchens were badly managed. 
There was a deficiency in knowledge of military law and 
courts martial, the importance of guard duty was not 
understood, nor the responsibility of sentinels as the 
representatives of the Government. Sentries would 
keep off outsiders but let their friends help themselves 
to public property. The men were disposed to obedi- 
ence, but did not realize the necessity for it which is 
impressed upon the Regular soldier, who in active ser- 
vice goes hungry, or ragged, or is sent to the hospital 
for lack of it. 

It should not be supposed that Genera] Ernst limited 
himself to criticism. He spoke of the fine physique of 
the men of the Volunteer regiments under his command, 
as shown by their appearance when bathing. He said: 
“The opportunity to study their anatomy was unique. 
Their superb forms gave the same pleasure to the eye

that is given by an antique statue. With their ivory 
white skins and well developed muscles, and perfect 
proportions, they presented a succession of pictures as 
of living statuary. This was not the exception, but the 
rule. No one could watch them as I did without reach- 
ing the conclusion that it would be impossible to as- 
semble a body of men physically finer.” The men also 
showed fine intelligence, were overflowing with energy 
and zeal and at the same time were subordinate and 
anxious to learn. 

“If I am asked,” said General Ernst, “what change I 
have to propose in the training of the Guard, my answer, 
no change; but only development. You are on the right 
read. Persevere in it. Let your regiments be schools of pa- 
triotism in the future as they were in the past. Sing 
national songs. Salute the flag. Rise and uncover 
when the band plays the Star Spangled Banner. Spare 
no pains in the selection of your officers. Cultivate the 
idea that when the officer or the enlisted man is on 
duty, he represents the sovereignty of the State, and 
not his own authority at all. He has no more right to 
overlook a delinquency than he has to permit an op- 
pressive act. Let the officer never forget that he has 
many essential duties besides those of leading his men up- 
on the drill ground or the battlefield, and that these 
duties are not less important though they are less 
spectacular, and less likely to attract his attention. Let 
him remember that he bears extraordinary responsi- 

ties, that it rests with him to make these troops, 
what they are capable of being made, the finest troops in 
the world. Let him not forget that the real military 
strength of the United States is in its Volunteers, and 
that the Regular Army is rather a model for him, and a 
store-house of military information, than a force capable 
of resisting a powerful enemy. Let him give all the 
time that he can to study and to the observation of 
Regular troops. Let him consider the annual encamp- 
ments as precious days of hard work in which he is to 
accomplish as much as might properly occupy a much 
longer period of time. 

Then when the nation calls him to her defense, may she 
find that he and his men have learned most, if not all, 
of the things required to fit them for their proper places 
upon the glorious roll of invincible American soldiers.” 
(Great applause.) 

Though this addressed directly to the soldiers 
of Wisconsin, it applies to the National Guard of all 
the States, and we hope that all will take it to heart. 
There are magnificent possibilities in our State \Militia. 
They are full of zeal and high. purpose, and it is only 
necessary that they should understand the relative im- 
portance of the various requirements for military ef- 
ficiency, and not neglect the matters which will become of 
supreme importance when they are called to the field to 
devote their attention too exclusively to acquiring ac- 
complishments which are of far less value everywhere 
except upon the drill ground. 

BLOCK-HOUSES AS DEFENSES. 

One of the most valuable of recent contributions to the 
\periences of war will be found in the article by Gen- 
eral Grenville M. Dodge on the use of block-houses during

is by the publication of the article by Captain Joubert 
Reitz, of the Boer Army. There is no man in any army who 
has had so large and valuable an experience as General 
Dodge with this form of defense. It is interesting, there- 
re, to note his statement that a company in a block-house 
illed a regiment attacking, and that but one block- 
defended as ordered was, according to his recollec- 
on, ever captured, though there were instances when the 
cking force was a brigade and often two regiments 
batteries. It was this block-house system that enabled 
General Sherman to protect his railroad communication 
ie advanced into the heart of the enemy’s country. 
During the Atlanta campaign there was not a bridge pro- 
ed by a block-house which was destroyed by the Con- 
rates between Nashville and Atlanta, 289 miles. The 
only success against the block-houses was when 350 in- 
fantry, without artillery, were forced to surrender after 
ing off an Army Corps for seven hours, and then only 

r the fire of several batteries had been concentrated 

the deveted garrison, rendering their defense untena- 
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Speaking in his Memoirs of the work of General Dodge 
ebuilding the railroad from Decatur north toward 
Nashville, General Grant says: “General Dodge, besides 
being a most capable soldier, was an experienced railroad 
builder, He had no tools to work with except those of 
the pioneers—axes, picks and spades. With these he was 
to intrench his men and ‘protect them against sur- 
prises by small parties of the enemy. 
General Dodge completed this work in forty days after 
ving his orders, repairing 102 miles of road and re- 
building 182 bridges, many of them over deep and wide 
ms—all without the aid of a mechanic or laborer, ex- 
what the ‘command itself furnished. Blacksmiths 
vere detailed to make the special tools required in rail- 
ad building, and axmen got out the timber for the 
bridges and cut a supply of wood to feed the locomotives 
hen the road was completed. “What other army than 
an American army of volunteers could have accomplished 
a feat?’ 
General Dodge during Sherman’s campaign commanded 


the 16th Corps, which was the vanguard of General Mc- 
Pherson’s army. In July, 1864, the General with his com- 
mand in three days completed across the Chattahoochee a 
double-track trestle-bridge 1,400 feet high and 710 feet 
long, working in reliefs of one thousand men in mud and 
water, using for material standing timber and some cot- 
ton mills. Over this bridge passed the entire army of the 
Tennessee, with ifs trains and artillery. Severe wounds 
compelled General Dodge to resign from the Army Oct. 1, 
1864, before General Sherman’s campaign was complete. 

In his Memoirs General Sherman tells us that when 
President Grant asked him to scan the list of Volunteer 
generals of good records who had served in the Civil War 
and see who he recommended for appointment as Secretary 
of War, General Dodge was one of the three recommend- 
ed by Sherman. But for the fact that he was at the time 
connected with the Union Pacific Railroad, with which 
the War Department had large transactions, General 
Dodge would have been chosen Secretary in’ place of Gen- 
eral Belknap. ,

UNIFORMS FOR STATE TROOPS. 


The important question of determining the proper unt- 
form and insignia to be worn by officers and men of the 
organized militia is now before the War Department and 
the various National Guard organizations. Lieut. Col. 
James Parker, 13th Cav., who is chief of the Division of 
Militia of the War Department, has written to the Adju- 
tants General of all the States, inclosing a letter from the 
War Department written to the Adjutant General of 
Massachusetts, and asking if the Governor of each State 
would favor the appointment of a board of officers, com- 
posed of representatives of the Army and organized mili- 
tia, to formulate a plan to meet the uniform question. 
The letter of the War Department to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Massachusetts Militia is of such importance 
that we give ic in full as follows : 

“The attention of the Department has been called to a 
recent general order from your State prescribing the uni- 
form of the Massachusetts’ Volunteer Militia, in which, 
in common with several other States, it is prescribed that 
the badge on the full dress and dress cap shall be the 
‘Coat of Arms of the United States, embroidered in gold 
as per pattern.’ This seems to be in unison with a reso- 
lution adopted at the recent convention of the Interstate 
National Guard Association at Columbus, O., although it 
is noticed that some of the States which have adopted a 
bill of dress since the said convention have, while other- 
wise adopting the uniform of the Regular Army, disre- 
garded the resolution in question and have prescribed the 
coat of arms of the State or some other device, as the in- 
signia on the dress cap. 

“The question of the uniform to be worn by the military 
forces of the Wnited States is one that has been given the 
best thought of the military authorities of the Government 
for some years, and while it cannot be otherwise than grati- 
fying to the War Department that the States stand 
ready to adopt the United States bill of dress in its en- 
tirety, it is the judgment of the Secretary of War that 
they should retain certain distinctive and conspicuous 
elements of dress that will indicate the individuality of 
the State, and one such feature is obviously the badge to 
be worn in the center of the cap. Before presenting the 
subject to Congress, however, which alone has power to 
decide whether any distinctive marks or designations 
which are used in the uniform of the Regular Army, shall 
or shall not be used by the militia, the Secretary of War 
would be pleased to have your views.” 
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The unfortunate occurrence at Evansville, Ind., shows 
how dearly the good people of this country have to pay 
for their foolish distrust of soldiers. The reports in- 
dicate that most of the persons killed and wounded fell 
victims to the fire of the deputy sheriffs who, being with- 
out discipline or training in the use of arms, are not 
much better than a mob themselves. We cannot too 
frequently, or too emphatically, urge the importance of 
training those who may be called upon to turn their 
guns against the people not only to the use of arms, but 
to coolness and self-control under excitement. This 
means exact military training, such as it is impossible 
to expect from a sheriff’s posse gathered at random. 
A single well planted shot may be more effective in 
quelling a mob than a volley fired at random. Every 
bullet should have its billet. Still, mob violence must 
be restrained at all hazards, and the highest praise is 
to be accorded to Governor Durbin of Indiana for his 
prompt and vigorous action. He has set an example to 
weak kneed and vote seeking executives whose neglect 
of their sworn duty brings disgrace upon the Republic. 
It is the want of uniform and certain action by the 
authorities which makes possible such occurrences as that 
at Evansville. If the bystanders thoroughly under- 
stcod that the appearance of soldiers meant business, 
they would not embarrass the authorities by mixing 
themselves up with law breakers. The affair in Evans- 
ville was very simple. A negro who had slain a police- 
man was placed in jail and a mob demanded that he 
be surrendered for lynching. The demand was refused 
by the sheriff, who, realizing his inability to protect the 
prisoner, invoked the aid of the militia. On the night of 
July 6 a mob numbering several thousand persons 
stormed the jail and attacked the troops. In the clash 


that followed ‘seven rioters and spectators were killed, 
25 others: wounded so seriously that some have since 
died ani a large number received minor injuries. Re- 
ports indicate that the troops acted with commendable 
moderation and self-control, submitting patiently to 
injury and insult without provoéation and firing only 
at command. But they dispersed the mob. That is the 
main thing. That is what they were there for, and if 
the riéters and spectators had only understood that they 
meant business probably all the bloodshed and death 
would have been averted.

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Col. David E. Austen, commanding the 13th Regiment 
of Heavy Artillery N.G.N.Y., which is ordered to camp 
at Plum Island, N.Y., for ten days from July 12 to 20, to 
participate in Army maneuvers, is particularly pleased 
with the way the United States Government handles its 
business in matters relating to his command, and Col. 
Daniel D. Wheeler, Q.M.,U.8.A., is especially praised by 
Colone] Austen. It seems that the Government contract- 
ed with the Long Island Railroad Company to transport 
the 13th to Greenport, L.I., and stipulated that there 
should be parlor cars for officers and the regular passen- 
ger coaches for the men. The company has the reputa- 
tion of not being over zealous for the comfort of patrons 
when it can avoid it, and, instead of supplying the coaches 
contracted for, arranged to use Rockaway Beach coaches 
for the transportation of the regiment. Colonel] Wheeler 
on hearing of this at once put himself in communication 
with the proper railroad official, who informed the Colonel 
that he was sorry but that the company had no other cars 
for the regiment’s use. The Colonel thereupon told the 
official that he had a precise contract with the L.I.R.R. 
Co. to transport the 13th Regiment in a certain class of 
cars named therein, and that he would hold the company 
responsible for the letter of thé contract and that if they 
refused to carry it out he would make arrangements with 
a steamboat company to take the regiment to Plum Is- 
land at the expense of the railroad. The cars were forth- 
coming, including ice in the water coolers, which is not 
always to be found on the Long Island cars when it is 
needed. 
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When Secretary of War Root goes to Oyster Bay 
early next week he will carry with him the efficiency re- 
ports of about fifteen Civil War colonels and lieutenant 
colonels whom he has selected for retirement with the 
rank of brigadier general and immediate retirement to 
fill, in turn, the vacancies to be caused by the retirement 
on July 26 of Major General George W. Davis, and the 
consequent promotion of General Samuel 8. Sumner. 
Since we last commented upon the policy of the War De- 
partment in regard to this important matter of promot- 
ing Civi] War officers to the grade of brigadier general 
with the idea of their immediate retirement, the plans 
have undergone some change. Recently, as we under- 
stand, the Secretary of War asked every colonel on the 
active list, who has forty years’ creditable service, if he 
would be willing to accept promotion and immediate 
retirement. According to our information every colonel in 
the line, and most of those in the staff who had this 
length of service, with the exception of Col. Jacob Kline, 
21st Infantry, said that he would be willing to accept 
such promotion and retirement. It may be stated that it 
is not the intentidn to promote all of these officers upon 
the retirement this month of General Davis, but a much 
greater number of them will be promoted and retired than 
had been expected. We expect to be able to publish 
next week the names of those officers selected by the 
Secretary of War.

While the reception extended to the American squad- 
ron at Portsmouth is doubtless animated in some degree 
by the simple sense of obligation due to the stranger 
within one’s gates, there is in it all a spirit of sincerity 
that admits of no question whatever. Even the con- 
servative London Times, which is not given to senti- 
mental impulses, yields to the fraternal influences of the 
occasion to say: “We unfortunately have no oppor- 
tunity to show our feelings toward the American Presi- 
dent, but if he did come here he would get a reception 
which might stagger the imagination even of a German 
critic. We have the American squadron, however, and 
though that does not give so much scope as would a 
visit from President Roosevelt, we venture to think that 
evidence will not be wanting of the depth of our senti- 
ments of cordiality toward our American kinsmen.”

No especial effort is being made by the Navy Depart- 
ment at this time to recruit the Navy up to the maximum 
number of men allowed by law, owing to the fear of 
overcrowding again on board the receiving ships. Re- 
ports just received at the Bureau of Navigation from all 
of the recruiting parties show that the following number 
of men were enlisted by each during the week ending 
July 4th: No. 1, six men; No. 4, one man; No. 5, eigh- 
teen men; No. 6, seven men; No. 8, fourteen men. These 
are all the parties now on the road. The enlisted strength 
of the Navy is still about 3,000 men short of the maxi- 
mum, A recent order of Secretary Moody directed that 
the minimum age of apprentice boys be increased from 
15 to 16 years. It is believed that better discipline will 
result from the increase in age. 
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BRITONS WELCOME AMERICAN SQUADRON. 


Never was a more rousing reception tendered a visiting 
squadron in a foreign port than that given the American 
squadron of the European Station in command of Rear 
Admiral Charles 8S. Cotton, at Portsmouth, England, by 
British navy vessels, public officials and the people. Not 
only were the officers of the American squadron lavishly 
entertained, but the blue jackets and marines also, and 
nothing was left undone that could contribute to their en- 


joyment. The vessels of the American squadron were the 
Kearsarge, Capt. Joseph N. Hemphill; Chicago, Capt. 
C. C. Cornwell; Machias, Comdr. Henry McCrea, and the 
San Francisco, Capt. Asa Walker. They arrived in the 
harbor of Portsmouth late in the evening of July 6, which 
} sana formalities according to regulations until next 
ay. 

The morning of July 7 was radiant with sunshine to ada 
a further welcome to the visitors. The vessels of the 
British channel squadron in command of Vice Admiral 
Lord Charles Beresford, of the battleships Majestic, Mag- 
nificent, Prince George, Jupiter, Mars and Hannibal—and 
four cruisers—the Hogue, Sutlej, Doris and Prometheus— 
were anchored in two columns, and being painted a lead 
color, stood up in marked contrast to the white painted 
ships of the American squadron. The Americans opened 
the formalities by firing a salute of 21 guns in honor of 
the British nation, following it with 17 guns in honor of 
Admiral Sir Charles Hotham, commander of the navy 
yard, and a third salute of 15 guns in honor of Vice-Ad- 
miral Lord Charles Beresford. The salutes were an- 
swered by the forts, the flagship Victory and the British 
fleet. The American squadron then steamed in a circle 
around the British, the crews of which manned the sides 
and tops, while the bands on the British ships played 
“Hail Columbia.”” Of course the crews of the American 
vessels cheered themselves hoarse as they circled around 
the British fleet. On Southeast beach the crowd caught 
up the enthusiasm and cheered lustily, the American war- 
ships dipping their ensigns in response. The American 
squadron passed up toward the harbor on the Isle of 
Wight side, turned back to the other side in columns to 
near the starting point, where the Kearsarge led up the 
Portsmouth harbor between the columns, and then tied up 
to the railway jetty. The other vessels took up positions 
off shore. It is the first time in English history that a 
foreign squadron has been allowed to enter Portsmouth 
harbor. 

After the American squadron came to anchor there was 
an exchange of visits between the American and British 
admirals. Admiral Hotham, upon returning Admiral 
Cotton’s visit, insisted that he dispense with the custom- 
ary salute. Subsequently Admiral Hotham signalled that 
the senior officers might consider their calls paid, thus re- 
lieving both English and American officers of formalities. 

A throng of officials visited the Kearsarge. They in- 
cluded Capt. Sir A. Bo Milne, commander of the King’s 
yacht, who brought a message of welcome from his Ma- 
jesty. This was followed by a personal telegram from the 
King expressing his delight at the visit of the fleet, and 
saying that his Majesty trusted its stay would be very 
enjoyable. Capt. Charles Tl. Stockton, U.S.N., naval 
attaché of the American Embassy, was an early visitor. 
He took luncheon with Admiral Cotton. From 3 to 5 
o’clock the Kearsarge was thrown open to visitors, and 
hundreds inspected her from bridge to keel, openly ex- 
pressing their admiration. Official calls were exchanged 
by Admiral Cotton, Fleet Captain Hemphill and Flag 
Lieutenant Hussey, U.S.N., and Admiral Sir Charles 
Hotham and the Mayor of Portsmouth at the Town Hall. 
The Mayor extended to Admiral Cotton the welcome of 
the city. 

In the evening two dinners were given In honor of the 
Americans. Admiral Sir Charles and Lady Hotham en- 
tertained the commanding officers at Admiralty House, 
the guests including Rear Admiral Cotton, Captain J. N. 
Hemphill, Capt. Asa Walker, Capt. C. C. Cornwell, Comdr. 
H. MeCrea, Flag Lieutenant Hussey and Ensign Mannix, 
nide to Admiral Cotton, all of the U.S.N.; Commodore Sir 

terkeley Milne, R.N.; Flag Captain Sir Robert Arbuth- 
not, R.N.: Admiral Sir John Hopkins, Rear Admiral the 
Hon. Hedworth Lambton, and other officers and persons of 
note, including ladies. The second dinner was given at 
Whale Island by Capt. Percival Scott, R.N., and the offi- 
cers of the gunnery school to the junior officers of the visit- 
ing warships. Captain Scott, who presided, said that al- 
though he understood there was to be no speech making. 
he could not let the occasion pass without proposing the 
health of the guests. Speaking of the ties existing be- 
tween the American and English navies he recalled the in- 
cident at Samoa, when the Americans, while facing death, 
cheered the British warship Calliope as she steamed out 
of the harbor of Apia through the hurricane to safety. 
He said: 

“We have much to learn from the Americans. They 
have taught us much about yacht building, and perhaps 
they can in gunnery.” 

Lieut. Commander A. N. Wood, U.S.N., interposed 
with the qualifying remark regarding American effi- 
ciency in gunnery that the present improvement in mod- 
ern shooting was due to a British officer. 

Lieut. Commander B. W. Hodges expressed the thanks 
of the American officers, and their hopes for the contin- 
uance of good feeling between the English and Americans. 

The illumination of the warships was brilliant in the 
extreme. A rocket was fired from the semapnore towe: 

in the dockyard at 9 o’clock, whereupon the darkness 
was suddenly lightened by the simultaneous illumination 
of the Channel Squadren at Spithead, each vessel being 
outlined with incandescent lights, while in the inner har- 
bor the King’s vacht and several warships, including the 
Calliope, were similarly lighted. The American ships, in 
addition to being outlined in fire, displayed their names 
in huge electric light letters. 

The most brilliant part of the display, however, was 
when the searehlights began to play. By means of colored 
lights thrown through the lenses upon the clouds of steam 
escaping from the warships fantastic and beautiful de- 
signs in red, white and blue were formed, and the vessels 
and dockyard buildings were illuminated with striking 
color effects. 

Immense crowds ashore watched the illuminations and 
paraded the streets, which were decorated with bunting, 
the Stars and Stripes entwined with the Union Jack. In 
the theaters and music halls the prevailing orchestral 
music was American, the audiences applauding or join- 
ing in singing “The Star Spangled Banner” ‘Yankee

At the grand ball given at Buckingham Palace, July 8, 
in honor of President Loubet of France, the following of-

King Edward signally honored the officers of the Ameri- 
can squadron by formally receiving them and Queen 
Alexandra later gave them the same distinction. 

The ball was a brilliant function, twenty-two hundred 
guests being present, including President Loubet and his 
suite, practically all the ambassadors and ministers in 
London, the majority of the members of the Royal family, 
prominent representatives of the nobility, officers of the 
French squadrons and others. 

During the supper several American officers were also 
itnroduced to the Prince of Wales. Field Marshal Lord 
Roberts, Admiral Lord Charles Beresford and other dis- 
tinguished Englishmen personally assisted at the wel- 
come given the officers of the United States Squadron. 
The scene was one of splendor which could not easily be 
surpassed. ‘The gowns and uniforms Were magnificent 
and the display of jewels wonderful. 

The following despatch was received by Admiral Cot- 
ton: 

Buckingham Palace, July 7. 
“Admiral Cotton, United States battleship Kearsarge: 

“The King welcomes you and your squadron to Eng- 
land, and is looking forward to greeting you and your 
brother officers in London.” 

Admiral Cotton immediately replied as follows: 

7 “Flagship Kearsarge, Portsmouth. 
“Lord Knollys, Secretary to His Majesty King Edward 

VIl., Buckingham Palace, London: 

“Rear Admiral Cotton acknowledges with grateful ap- 
preciation His Majesty’s cordial welcome to himself and 
officers of the squadron under his command to Eng!and, 
and anticipates with great pleasure the honor of meet- 
ing and paying his respects to His Majesty in London.” 


Meanwhile the bulejackets and marines were not for- 
gotten and about 600 of them were entertained at dinner 
at Connaught Drill Hall by the Mayor and corporation 
of Portsmouth along with about two hundred British 
sailors. Sir William Dupree, the Mayor, presided, 
and at the table of honor were Lieut. Command- 
er A. N. Wood, U.S.N., of the San Francisco; Lieut. 
Spencer 8S. Wood, U.S.N., and _ other officers, 
miny of the aldermen and Town Council of Ports- 
mouth and others. The hall was lavishly decorated with 
flags and colors. The Mayor offered the toasts of ‘The 
King” and “The President,” which provoked wild en- 
thusiasm. Six cheers were given for each and the bands 
played “God Save the King,” and “Hail Columbia.” 

The American sailors later were present at the un- 
veiling of the statue of Queen Victoria in front of the 
Town Hall and attended a performance at the theater 
Royal in the evening. 

Admiral Cotton and other officers were also entertained 
at a banquet by Lord Selborne, First Loyd of the Ad- 
miralty, previous to the ball at Buckingham Palace, 
many distinguished British naval men also being guests. 
On July 9 the American officers were also entertained in 
London at luncheon by the Pilgrim’s Club. Such a num- 
ber of representative British and American officers has 
seldom been seen together. Vice Admiral Lord Charles 
Beresford presided. On his right was Rear Admiral 
Cotton and on his left Captain Prince Louis of Batten- 
berg. 
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SHORE DUTY AND SEA DUTY PAY. 
Officers of the Navy will find the following a 
interesting statement of the law governing shore duty 
and sea duty pay. The decision was rendered in the 
case of Chief Eng. Albert C. Engard, U.S.N., to whom 
$133.70 was awarded by the Court of Claims. Mr. 
Joseph C. Stebbins, New York, was attorney for claim- 
ant, the Messrs. King, counsel: 


Nott, Ch. J., delivered the opinion of the court: 

The statute relating to sea pay (Rev. Stat., 1571) is 
sweeping in its terms, but in neither departmental nor 
judicial construction has it been. taken literally. 

A ship at anchor is not a ship at sea; a ship sailing up 
a river is not a ship at sea; a ship in service on inland 
waters is not a ship at sea; a ship hauled up on dry dock 
in a foreign port is not a ship at sea; a ship fighting her 
way up the Mississippi in 1862 was not a ship at sea; 
yet in all of these cases it has been held by the account- 
ing officers or the courts that officers serving on such 
vessels were entitled to sea pay—that a ship at sea 
means nothing more than a ship afloat, she being at the 
same time so commissioned, authorized, and organized 
us to be able to render some kind or other of marine 
service. 

As with the vessels, so with the officers, the statute has 
never been applied literally. The plain purpose of Con- 
gress is that the Government shall pay more where the 
officer renders more. Service in shipboard involves the 
breaking up of arrangements for living on shore; separa- 
tion from family and friends; increased expenses and 
expenditures; increased hardships and duties; and many 
personal restrictions. The invariable questions which 
have been asked in doubtful cases have been, ‘““‘Was the 
officer deprived of the ease and comfort and economies 
of shore duty?” “Did the service to which he was as- 
signed require the sacrifice and discomforts and expenses 
of a life at sea?’’ If it did, he was entitled, within the 
legislative intent, to be considered on duty in a ship at 
sea; if it did not, he was entitled to no more than the 
pay of an officer on shore duty. 

It is also as well settled as the Navy Regulations and 
the action of the accounting officers and the decisions of 
the court can make it that the sea pay of an officer does 
not stop every time he sets his foot upon the shore (Col- 
lin’s case, 37 C. Cls. R., 222). There is a difference be- 
tween “shore duty’’ and duty on shore. It would be a 
monstrous perversion of the legislative purpose to say 
that the officers of a naval force landed to assault an 
enemy's land batteries, or to protect a town, or to guard 
a consulate, or to bring off wood or watere or provisions 
are in return for extra and hazardous service to be cut 
down in their pay. The regulations of a department can 
not make the law or change it, but the head of a depart- 
ment, by general regulations, can interpret the law for 
the benefit of his subordinates and give to it practical ap- 
plication. Accordingly, the Navy Regulations provide for 
the benefit of our naval paymasters: 

“An officer temporarily absent from a ship in commis- 





very 


sion, to which he is attached, shall continue to receive 
sea pay.” 

This states clearly a general principle. Tne difficulty in 
such case probably will be to determine what is temp- 
orary absence and what is an assignment to shore duty. 

In the present case the Secretary of the Navy has re. 
lieved the court from the duty of determining that ques- 
tion by the express terms of his order, which charac- 
terizes this officer's added duty of inspecting steel tubes 


‘for boilers and his consequent absence from shipboard, 


as “temporary,” and expressly refuses to relieve him 
from the duties and consequent responsibilities of his 
sea service. It is manifest that the chief engineer of a 
great ship of war like the Richmond has many duties 
and responsibilities besides appearing on the deck in 
uniform—such as making reports, ordering supplies, 
carrying on correspondence, preparing against accidents 
to his machinery, supervising the work and discipline 
and accounts of his subordinates. The Richmond con. 
tinued to lie at the League Island Navy Yard while the 
chief engineer went to Shelby, O., to inspect boiler tubes; 
but he, and no other officer, continued to be her chief 
engineer as completely as if he walked her deck and 
slept in her cabin. His service in inspecting boiler tubes 
was, per se, shore duty; but his service on the nichmond 
at the same time was sea service and the one was “‘tem- 
porary” and the other permanent. 

In Symonds’s case (21 C. Cls. R., 148) it was held that 
the Secretary of the Navy could not deprive an officer 
of his lawful pay by designating as shore duty that which 
was in fact sea service. Still less does it seeem possible 
that a Secretary can attach an officer to a vessel at sea 
and compel him to discharge the duties of an important 
position, and burden him with its responsibilities, and 
then deprive him of his lawful pay by compelling him: to 
perform additional duties on land. No person would say 
that this officer was not .entitled to sea pay because he 
was doing work on land and that he was not entitled to 
shore duty pay because he was attached to and doing 
duty upon a vessel] at sea. Yet that would be the logical 
result of reasoning based upon a literal reading of the 
statute. 

It is true that in this case the officer's absence while 
inspecting boiler tubes can be accurately ascertained, and 
in that particular the case differs from those of Mc- 
Gowan (36 C. Cls. R., 63) and Taussig (38 I., —); but the 
court can not assume, in the face of the Secretary's 
order, that the officer was doing nothing else and had 
nothing else to do. 

It must be held that when the Secretary of the Navy 
characterizes a special service which he requires a naval 
officer to perform and the officer’s consequent absence 
as “temporary,” the officer is entitled to the benefit of 
the characterization; and that when an officer duly at- 
tached to a ship at sea and entitled to sea pay has ad- 
ditional shore duty placed upon him by an order of the 
Secretary of the Navy, which in express terms declares 
that the shore duty is “in addition’ to the officer’s duties 
on his ship, the officer is not thereby deprived of his sea 
pay. A different conclusion would not only work the 
injustice of lessening the pay by increasing the duties, 
but would hamper and embarrass the Secretary of the 
Navy in the administration of his office. 
~The judgment of the court is that the claimant n 
cover $133.70. 

Wright, J., dissenting: 

I do not concur in the conclusion of the majority of 
the court, nor in the reasoning contained in the opinion. 
The language of section 1571, Revised Statutes, is plain 
and positive, that “No service shall be regarded as sea 
service except such as shall be performed at sea, under 
the orders of a Department, or in vessels employed by 
authority of law." The services for which the claimant 
seeks a recovery in this case were not performed at sea, 
nor in any vessel, but were performed at places far in- 
land. 

It is immaterial that the order giving shore duty desig- 
nated the same as temporary and in addition to sea 
duty, for such services were inconsistent; the one could 
not be performed while in discharge of the other. Be- 
sides, the vfficer assigning to shore duty was not em 
powered to supersede the authority of the statute, and if 
by his order he assumed to do so, his act was a nullity 
and without force or effect. If the reasoning of the 
opinion of the majority of the court can be given effect 
to avoid the sanction of the statute in the present case, 
it is not an impossibility to evade its provisions in every 
ease where it may be desirable to put an officer on 
shore duty with sea pay; and thus the will of Congress 
may be wholly frustrated, and the authority of its en 
actments frittered away. 





BATTLESHIP MAINE. 

It is expected that sometime next month the battleship 
Maine will be ready to resume her place as one of the 
cruising vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron, and her 
work for the next two or three months will be watched 
very carefully by naval officers and shipbuilders for in- 
formation upon several very important questions. Prob- 
ably the feature that interests most naval officers will be 
the ability of her strengthened decks to withstand the re- 
coil of full charges from her heavy guns. There is 4 
feeling upon the part of many naval experts that too 
heavy a battery is now being placed upon the warships, 
and that even if the largest battleships are subjected to 
anything like conditions that will prevail in battle, the 
mounts of the guns will be impaired to an extent that 
will practically throw the guns out of use. The tendency 
in all navies to crowd the guns upon the deck has been 
carried to such an extent that it is extremely likely that 
the limit of endurance, if not of safety, has been reached. 

The value of the Niclausse boilers for naval purposes 
will also be tested when the Maine leaves the Delaware 
to take her place in the fleet. By reason of the repe ited 
accidents that have occurred to her boilers, jt is hight) 
probable that the ship will be subjected to such steaming 
conditions that will show the safety, efficiency and endur- 
ance of the boilers of this type. While at the Cramps 
shipyard about three weeks ago one of the tubes blew out, 
and it has been claimed that this has been due to the fail- 
ure of the water guage cocks to work efficiently. The 
same fittings that have been placed upon the Maine are in 
use on board all types of naval boilers, and it is presumed 
that the working of the gauge glass appliances is familiat 
to all the machinists and water tenders of the service. It 
will be claimed by those who are not believers in the de 
sign of this boiler, that the boiler must be indeed a tender 
machine or appliance which can be ruined by the not- 
working of a commercial attachment which is fitted to 
both land and sea boilers, and whose manipulation is fa- 
miliar to a fireman of very little experience. 

As the Maine has now been in commission nearly nine 
months, she ought to have a very experienced crew in the 
fireroom, and if these men cannot secure good results 
from her steam generators, it can hardly be expected that 
better performances will be obtained by an untrained 
complement of stokers. The adaptability of these boilers 
for naval needs must be determined by actual work afloat. 
and not by the results obtained from a small installation 
on shore, operated by men who have had extended exper! 
ence. 

By reason of the augmentation of the naval service it 
can be expected hereafter that at least half of the cre¥ 
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of every ship going into commission will be untrained and 
inexperienced men, and any appliange installed on board 
the ship which is not within the power of this comple- 
ment to operate efficiently. with three months’ experience 
will not stand the tests of naval needs. The work of the 
Maine during the next six months will therefore give 
them much light upon the naval boiler problem, as well as 
give definite data as to whether or not the hulls are too 
weak for the heavy batteries installed.

ITINERANT NAVAL RECRUITING PARTIES 

Lieut. R. DeLancey Hasbrouck, U.S.N., gives some 4%c- 
count of “The Itinerant Recruiting Party” in Collier's 
Weekly of July 4. This method of recruiting has been 
a success from the start, he says, as regards the number 
and quality of men enlisted. “Each party averages about 
three men per day, and these men are usually of good 
family and often the sons of prominent people. The itin- 
erant recruiting party has had, however, a move impor- 


taut and far-reaching result, in that it has steadily been 
educating the people as to what the Navy was, is and 
should be, 

“Before the itinerant recruiting party was organized, 
the Navy to the general public, except in the immediate 
vicinity of the seaboard States, was merely a name ; since 
iat time, nearly every city in the United States of twen- 
ty-tive hundred inhabitants or over has been visited by an 
itinerant party, and a dozen or more of its young men en- 
listed in the naval service. The majority of these young 
men like the service, and their letters to their friends and 
relatives at home finish with detail the information that 
the recruiting officer has spread broadcast, with Lhe aid of 
circulars, speech with the parents and friends of appli- 
cants, and articles and editorials in the local newspapers, 
written or furnished by him. 

“The writer has been in charge of an itinerant recruit- 
ing party for the last twelve months, June, 1902, to date, 
and has had the opportunity to see and talk with the 
young men and their parents of thirty-seven cities of the 
United States actually visited and recruited from, as well 
as a voluminous correspondence from outlying cities. The 
ceneral aud specific knowledge of the people as regards the 
Navy has been a constant surprise to the writer, and has 
shown the value of the itinerant recruiting party as an 
educator as well as its value to the Navy Department in 
the future, with the constantly increasing enlisted person- 
ne! of the service. 

“Even if these young men from the inland States serve 
only one enlistment and then return to their homes, they 
form a more or less trained reserve that would volunteer 
in case of war, and their local influence and knowledge 
of the service would increase this reserve. The itinerant 
recruiting party has made the Navy a United States 
Navy, where before it was a navy of a few seaboard 
States. This in time will have its éffect in influencing 
legislation for an adequate navy, and the proper mainte- 
nace of the same. 

“The itinerant recruiting party in its methods of work 
resembles a traveling theatrical company. It has its 
itinerary prepared in the Bureau of Navigation which 


is not deviated from, and the stays in each city 
are from one to two weeks, depending on _ the 
size of the city and the results of previous 
parties. The party has an advance agent who is always 


ahead of it to secure offices, see to the bill-posting of the 
city with the: Navy Department’s posters, and to see the 
newspapers for a notice of the coming of the party, for 
éditorials on the Navy to awaken an interest, and for the 
publication of any matter the recruiting officer may have. 
The posters give the people interested ample notice of the 
coming of the parties. ‘TTo make these posters attractive, 
they have for the middle sheet a life-size picture, in colors, 
of ‘the man behind the gun.’ 

“An itinerant party is organized about as follows: 
There is an officer in charge, generally a lieutenant; a 
medical officer, with two assistants, for the physical ex 
Aminations ; a warrant officer, who is assistant to the ofli- 
cer in charge, and whose duty it also is to take the drafts 
of recruits to the receiving-ships at the end of .each week ; 
i machinist petty officer, for the examination of all men 
for the artificer class; a yeoman, for the official corres- 
pondenace and all clerical work, such as the preparation of 
ihe enlistment records. 

“One or two petty officers are with the party from the 
seaman branch of the service, for duty in the office as mes- 
sengers, and to aid in the general work of handling the 
applicants, sometimes two hundred a day. The party car- 
ries a large chest and a typewriter, which constitutes the 
entire property of the troupe. 

“The public at large might discredit the representations 
of the recruiting officer, but the people have a chance to 
talk with the enlisted men of the party, thus getting the 
views of the actual enlisted men of the Service as to the 
benefits derived from enlistment in the Navy. 

“Some amusing experiences are enjoyed by the recruit- 
ing Officers, nearly all of which are the outcome of the 
iiisinformation of the public on matters pertaining to the 
Navy. In one small town in Missouri the party had only 
one applicant, and he wished to enlist as an undertaker. 
The writer while in Colorado had a long letter from the 
mother of a boy she wished to have enlisted in the Navy, 
but she specified that he must be enlisted as a minister’s 
apprentice, as the boy had a decided leaning that way. 
She stated that the boy was still in thé seventh grade at 
school, and that she would consent to his enlistment only 
on condition that if she got lonely, the boy should be sent 
hick to her immediately. Several young men have writ- 
tei to be enlisted as lieutenants, and in one instance the 

plicant asked that the party come to his village to en- 
list him. About the only applicant the writer has not 
had has been for veterinary. 

“During the eleven months that this party has been re- 
cruiting, it has enlisted 644 men and boys, and has exam- 
ited 2,833 applicants. The percentage of men and boys 

) pass the required physical examination is 30 1-2; this 
from 2.833 actual examinations in the following States: 
Kentucky, Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Pennsylvania, New York, Missouri, Nebraska, South 
Inkota, Wyoming, Colorado, New Mexico and Utah.”

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

Keeping in mind the very liberal treatment of the Navy 
by the last Congress, we bespedk for the members of the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs a thoroughly e2- 
joyable time during the cruise on which they started on 
the U.S.S. Dolphin, Lieut. Comdr. John H. Gibbons, U. 
S.N., commanding, from the Washington Navy Yard on 
July 8. It is the purpose of these gentlemen to make a 
personal inspection of the various navy yards on the 
Atlantic coast between Norfolk, Va., and Portsmouth, 


N.H., and the cruise will occupy perhaps three or fou! 
weeks. It wil! be observed that the work which the 
committee has mapped out for itself is a trying one, but 
happily it is undertaken at a favorable time of year an 
under auspices which are calculated to minimize its mant- 
fold hardships. The Dolphin is not a bad sort of boat 
for such a cruise. In fact, one might suppose that she 
had been specially designed for that purpose. And her 
gallant commander is a deep sea sailor who knows all 
the caprices of wind and wave, and may be trusted to 
have a watchful care for the comfort and safety of his 
statesmen guests. Fortunately, the perilous coast along 
which these patriotic voyagers will cruise in quest of 
naval information affords several snug harbors for re- 
treat in case of storm. At Old Point, Cape May, At- 
lantic City, New York, Newport, Boston, Portsmouth or 
Bar Harbor—at any or all of these hospitable ports the 
members of the committee seeking shelter from stress of 
weather will find shelter and welcome amid surround- 
ings calculated to afford some relief fot the grim monot- 
ony of their life at sea. As is right and proper, the ex- 
penses of this arduous undertaking will be paid out of the 
contingent fund provided in the present Navy Appro- 
priation Act, except that no allowance will be made for 
wines or cigars, which, however, is of nu consequence in 
view of the intimation that none of the members use liq- 
uor or tobacco. It is a curious and fortunate coincidence 
that the Navy Appropriation Act sets aside $15,000 “for 
all emergencies and all extraordinary expenses, exclu- 
sive of personal services in the Navy Department or any 
of its subordinate bureaus or the offices at Washington, 
District of Columbia, arising at home or abroad, but 
impossible to be anticipated or classified, to be expended 
on the approval and authorization of the Secretary of the 
Navy and for such purposes as he may deem proper.” 
Were it not for the known patriotism and high-minded 
unselfishness of American Congressmen in general, one 
might suspect that the item quoted above was inserted 
in the act for the express purpose of providing the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs with a summer cruise of inspec- 
tion at the expense of the naval app ‘opriation. 

The Saturn is being given a general overhauling at 
the navy yard at Puget Sound, Washington. Work has 
been in progress a month and there remains four months 
more work on her. On June 30 her merchant crew were 
replaced with a Navy crew and she has been ordered out 
of commission. Workmen from the Ranger crew are now 
unloading her stores. 

Former United States Senator James Smith, of New- 
ark, was on July 1 appointed receiver of the United 
States Shipbuilding Company. He has come to New 
York and taken charge of the company’s affairs. 
The appointment of Mr. Smith is apparently satisfactory 
to all the parties interested. Lewis Nixon, who organ- 
ized the $70,000,000 Ship Trust and who has been its 
president from the first, may, it is said, withdraw his 
resignation and continue at its head. 

The Fore River Ship & Engine Company, of Quincy, 
Mass., still keeps ahead on the construction of the battle- 
ships of the New Jersey class building in its yard—the 
New Jersey and the Rhode Island. On June 1 these ves- 
sels were 37 per cent. completed, which was a gain of 5 
per cent. over their condition the first of May and puts 
them 5 per cent. ahead of any of the other vessels of the 
same class building in other yards, the Virginia being the 
nearest to them. Outwardly the Rhode Island is further 
advanced than the New Jersey, but the New Jersey’s in- 
terior is the more complete and she is considered slightly 
in advance of her sister ship, on the whole. Both hulls 
are framed to the height of the main deck beams and 
placed amidships, and the greater part of the protective- 
deck armor is in place. The Rhode Island’s propeller 
shaft struts have been attached and the New Jersey’s are 





ready. More than 2,000 men are now employed in the 
yard and the work in the ship-tool shop and the forge goes 
on night and day. Last Monday the two steel 
masts of the cruiser Des Moines, made at _ the 
Charlestown yard, were stepped by the gantry 
crane as the vessel lay alongside the Fore River 
fitting-out docks. The masts were sent to Fore 


River with the tops in place. The standing rigging will 
be put over the tops at once. The wooden top-masts, 
which are now alongside on the pier, will be sent up later. 
The schooner-cut sails for the cruiser are now making at 
Charlestown and the rest of her canvas equipment is be- 
ing prepared in the Rowe sail loft at Gloucester. The 
first of Tune the Des Moines was 86 per cent. completed, 
standing third among the vessels of her class under con- 
struction. The engines will have their dock-trial in a 
week or two and it is probable the cruiser will be ready 
to see deep water in a month. 

The poop deck of the U.S.S. Reind Mercedes is being 
lengthened at the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H., and will 
add much to the appearance of that vessel, as well as to 
the convenience and comfort of the officers of the craft 
when in commission. 

The training ship Presidente Sarmiento of the Argen- 
tine Republic arrived at New York July 6, being received 
with the usual honors as she entered the harbor and pro- 
ceeded to an anchorage at the foot of West Thirty- 
fourth street to make a visit of nine days. Captain 
Belisario P. Quiroga who is in command, will then take 
his ship to Newport, thence to Halifax and Quebec, and 
after a visit to the Azores Islands and the west coast 
of Africa will go back to her home port, Buenos Ayres, 
completing a ten months’ voyage of 23,257 miles. There 
are thirty-two naval cadets on board who are finishing 
the fifth year of their cruise. 

Lieut. R. H. Leigh, U.S.N., has been detailed for duty 
on board the Cleveland when that vessel is commissioned 
for sea at the Boston Navy Yard, and is among the first 
officers detailed for this ship. The Cleveland was built 
at the Bath Iron Works and is of the same class as the 
unfortunate Galveston. She will be watched with es- 
pecial interest by the Navy Department. The experience 


LL 
to be gained with the Cleveland will go far toward en- 
abling the tment to formulate performance data for 
the others of the class. Should the anticipations of the 
Department be met the naval force of the country will 
have been improved more markedly than by the addition 
of any single class among the recent naval increments. A 
series of experiments will probably be carried out with 
the Cleveland, and as a consequence the ship will hardly 
go to a foreign station until some time next year. The 
appearance of the vessel is all in her favor. 

The British battleships Mars and Hannibal, which 
have half their boilers so fitted as to use coal or oil fuel 
alternatively or together, are to have the whole of their 
boilers so fitted. The experiments in the two battle- 
ships have not resulted in an appreciable diminution of 
smoke from the funnels; but the speed and endurance 
results from oil are said to be highly satisfactory. 

In her trials on June 4 the French battleship Suffren 
made use of an apparatus to regulate the stoking, in- 
vented by M. Merlu, chief engineer in the French navy, 
which, it is said, owing to the good results obtained from 
iis use in this and in other vessels, will probably be 
adopted throughout the French navy. The trials of the 
engines and boilers were quite satisfactory. 

The recently arrived tug Fortune has, at the request of 
Rear Admiral Glass, been directed to accompany the Pa- 
cific Squadron on its trip to the Aleutian Islands, where 
it is believed she will be of service in making soundings 
= in other ways be useful to the larger vessels of the 

eet. 

The Sterling and the Lebanon, colliers, have sailed for 
the Azores with coal for the fleet which is rendezvousing 
at that point. These vessels carry enough fuel for the 
entire fleet and will return to this country as soon as their 
cargoes have been transferred to the ships ofthe squad- 
ron. 

Lieut. William H. Chambers, U.S.N., has been assigned 
to duty in charge of the engineering department of the 
Minneapolis when that vessel goes into commission for 
sea, going from like duty on the Iowa. The Navy De- 
partment has not given out the destination of the Min- 
neapolis, but it is surmised that the ship may be retained 
on the coast for a considerable period, the expense of run- 
ning the Minneapolis being somewhat more than for any 
ship in the Navy. It is not at all likely that the vessel 
will be sent out of the country. 

Now that the cable is in operation between our Pacific 
possessions and Washington the recently published infor- 
mation that the Iroquois sailed from Midway Island cre- 
ates no surprise, although the news appeared on the day of 
its occurrence. The Iroquois is the naval tug stationed 
at Honolulu and sailed from Midway for the last named 
port after having transferred her deck load of lumber to 
the proposed telegraphic station on Midway Island. 

The Board of Survey which recently examined the bat- 
tleship lowa has reported to the Secretary of the Navy 
that it will take $300,000 to make the necessary repairs 
on the ship under the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, and $130,000 to make those under Steam Engineer- 
ing. The Board on Construction has taken up this re- 
port and, in view of the need for the Iowa in the winter 
maneuvers, it has been agreed that only the repairs which 
are absolutely necessary will be made at the present time, 
so that the ship may be ready for service by Oct. 1, and 
that next spring the Lowa will be completely rehabilitated. 

The delivery to the Government of the torpedo boat 
destroyer Macdonough on July 3 adds to the Navy’s fleet 
of these peculiar craft another of the 16 vessels of, the 


* kind authorized by Congress just after the Spanish War. 


The Macdonough and her sister, the Lawrence, which 
was turned over to the Government a few weeks ago, were 
built by the Fore River Ship and Engine Company, of 
Quincy, Mass. The Macdonough is 246 feet long, with 22 
feet, three inches of beam and 14 feet of depth, and her 
displacement is about 400 tons. She has two four-cyl- 
inder engines with a combined horse power of 8,400, which 
carried her through the hour’s continuous steaming of her 
endurance test at a speed well over 26 knots, making 
332.7 revolutions where 331 were required. The trial 
was made with unselected steam coal, so the results may 
be regarded as practically what the boat could accomplish 
in actual service. She was in such satisfactory condi- 
tion after her official tests that her delivery was unusu- 
ally quick. The new destroyer’s armament consists of 
two tubes for long 18-inch Whitehead torpedoes and two- 
83-inch and five 6-pounder rapid fire guns. She is now at 
Charlestown Navy Yard, which her sister ship, the Law- 
rence, has just left for the Newport torpedo station. 

In view of the great increase in the riumber of warships 
which form Russia’s Pacific squadron, the Ministry of 
Marine has decided to establish several dry docks in the 
Far East. A dry dock is nearly ready for use at Port 
Arthur. A naval architect left Cronstadt recently for the 
Far East, where he will make a round of inspection of 
the existing docks with a view to taking such measures as 
will make them capable of being used by Russian war- 
ships, the London Engineer says. 

The German gunboat Eber, recently launched at Stet- 
tin, has a length of 203.4 ft.; beam, 31.8 ft.: draught, 
10.17 ft.; displacement, 980 tons; engines, 1,300 horse- 
power; speed, 13 1-2 knots. She is fitted with Schulz- 
Thornycroft water-tube boilers. Her armament consists 
of two 4.13 in., eight 1.45 in., and six machine guns. Her 
bunkers have room for 240 tons of coal against the 190 
tons carried by the Iltis class, but like this class her com- 
plement is 125 men. 

The U.S.S. Massachusetts and the Mayflower, ac- 
companied by the colliers Caesar, Sterling and Lebanon, 
arrived at Fayal July 8 and reported all well on board. 
The Illinois and the Alabama were at Angra and the 
Brooklyn at Ponta Delgrade July 8. The officers of 
the war ships are exchanging official visits with the local 
authorities. The battleship squadron, which is under the 
command of Rear Admiral Barker, will rendezvous at 
Fayal on July 11, and will sail for home on July 14, 

The U.S. Prison Ship Southery left Boston, Mass., 
July 7, for Portsmouth, N.H., where she is to be perma- 
nently stationed as prison ship for the confinement of 
general court-martial prisoners. 


The U.S.S. Albatross, Lieut. F. Swift, of the Fish Com- 
mission Service, which was forced back to Port Townsend, 
Washington, from Fort Bupert, Alaska, June 27, owing 
to the discovery of a case of smallpox aboard, left on 
Jone 30 for Northern waters, where she will be utilized 
all summer in the prosecution of investigations of ma 
life in the frozen seas of the North. The case which de 
veloped in the forecastle of the Albatross demonstrated 
that the first reports were much exaggerated and that the 
affliction instead of being smallpox well defined, was noth- 
ing more than a mild case of varioloid from which the 
danger of a spread of contagion was slight, even had not 
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the utmost pretaution been observed by the suip’s doctor 
and the voluntary action of the men themselves in isolat- 
ing the sick man as soon as the nature of his illness be- 
came apparent.

An officer not entitled to commutation of quarters who 
is permitted to occupy room in commandant’s home when 
no quarters were available for assignment.

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REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 


A broken down launch, containing two men, two women, 
and four children, which had been drifting around upper 
New York Bay near Ellis Island, on July 6, was rescued 
by the U.S.R.C. Hudson. When rescued the women were 
hysterical from fright, the children were crying, and all 
were nearly famished, as they had eaten nothing in nine 
hours. 

Captain D. F. Tozier, commander of the Revenue 
Cutter Grant, through Assistant United States District 
Attorney Cushman, was on June 19 granted a writ of 
certiorari by Judge Hanford at Seattle in the suits 
brought by J. M. McBride and Bertha E. McBride to 
recover $5,000 damages for alleged wrongful arrest, and 
the usual order for the transfer of the suit from the 
Superior Court of the State to the United States Circuit 
Court was entered. The plaintiffs allege that on June 13, 
with their family, they were cruising in a small pleasure 
boat in the waters of Port Discovery Bay when the 
Revenue Cutter Grant seized the little craft, and, over 
the protests of the occupants, towed it out of the bay, 
through the Strait of Juan de Fuca into Port Townsend 
where Captain Tozier continued to detain the McBride 
family for a period of twenty hours, refusing to return 
either them or the boat to the landing at the head of 
Port Discovery. The result of this, says the plaintiffs, 
was to greatly inconvenience them and subject the 
children to loss of sleep and sickness. In his reply Cap- 
tain Tozier recites that by virtue of his position as a 
Revenue official he seized the boat upon receipt of re- 
liable information that a certain sloop, with one Wilson 
in command, was illegally landing Chinese in the United 
States, and that acting on such information he caused 
the sloop to be taken into custody and turned over to the 
customs officials here. Wilson was in command of the 
boat when she was taken in custody, but he does not 
appear as a party to the action.

The set of silver to be presented by the State of Penn- 
sylvania to the U.S.S. Pennsylvania, for which $25,000 
was appropriated, will consist of 162 pieces and will weigh 
nearly twelve thousand ounces, or a thousand pounds. 


The centerpiece of the service, forty-five inches in length 
and twenty-four inches high, will be a receptacle for fruit 
and flowers and will bear electric lights. The center bow] 
will be movable, and is designed so as to be lifted from its 
position and used as a small punch bowl. This bowl is

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mounted on an immense mass of silver, which s on 
both sides of the flower bow! the electric light sha The 
base of the whole piece is decorated in h relief with 


scenes representing the early life of Pennsylvania, and 
with engravings of William Penn and Benjamin Franklin. 
The flower bow! has two panels, one on each side, and two 
handles. On one of these panels is an etching of the 
cruiser Pennsylvania, and on the opposite side is an etch- 
ing of the old line ship Pennsylvania, launched in 1887. 
These etchings are designed to show the advance in naval 
architecture in the last sixty-five years. Immediately be- 
neath the bowl is the American eagle, whose 

wings cover the top of a large panel on which is 

the scene of William Penn making his treaty with the In- 
dians. On the opposite side of the piece, beneath an 
eagle similarly placed, is an etching of the State Capitol 
building at Harrisburg. The electric light holders are 
richly ornamented and on one side have the sea] of the 
State, while on the other is the seal of the Navy. The en- 
tire base of the piece is in high relief and depicts the ruler 
of the sea, Neptune, in his chariot drawn by sea horses, 
with mermaids in attendance. The total weight of the 
centerpiece alone will be about three thousand ounces. 
Taken altogether, the set is considered one of the most’ 
complete and valuable ever presented to a warship. 








The American military team which will shoot at Bis- 
ley on July 11 in the competition for the Palma trophy 
has finally been selected.

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Successful tests at Indian Head are reported of 42U 
tons of Harveyized casemate armor plate to be used on 
the U.S. cruisers West Virginia and Maryland, and the 
armor has been accepted. Three shots from a 5-inch gun 
were fired at the armor at a velocity of 1,656 feet a sec- 
ond. The armor was of five inches thickness. Two of 
the shots penetrated two inches and the third completely 
penetrated the plate, but the projectile rebounded. No 
cracks were made and the flaking was small. The armor 
was furnished by the Carnegie Steel Company and the 
Bethlehem Steel Company.

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Considering the severe hardship which has been en- 
countered in constructing the military telegraph system 
in Alaska, the partial destruction of the lines by forest 
fires seems doubly unfortunate. Capt. George ©. Bur- 
nell, Signal Corps, U.S.A., in charge of the work at Eagle 
City, Alaska, reports to the War Department that many 
miles of the line in Tanana Valley have been wholly 
destroyed and that it will take a month or more to repair 
the losses.

COAST ARTILLERY IN THE FAR SOUTHWEST. 
Fort Rosecrans, Cal., June 30, 1903. 
As regards representation in the columns of the Journal 
this post has thus far been laying low and “sawing 
wood”’—in fact, there is much literal sawing of wood in 
this vicinity at the present time, owing to the eight or 


ten new buildings now in progress of construction on the 
reservation, besides a number of others already planned 
and under contract. The new administration building 
is nearing completion and occupies a commanding posi- 
tion on the eastern slope of Point Loma, overlooking 
the entrance to the bay and harbor of San Diego. The 
ordnance storehouse, post hospital, quartermaster and 
commissary building, three sets of officers’ quarters, 
one set of barracks, and a new barn are progressing 
nicely, under the supervision of Capt. Robert H. Rolfe, 
constructing quartermaster, and may be ready for oc- 
cupancy by the holidays. 

There are two companies of Coast Artillery stationed 
in this district now, the 115th and 3th, commanded by 
Captains A. S. Fleming and E. D. Scott, respectively. 
One company is quartered at Fort Rosecrans in tem- 
porary frame buildings and the other at San Diegu 
Barracks—alternating monthly or bi-monthly until the 
new barracks are completed here. 

Our regular quarterly Artillery target practice oc- 
curred on July 19, resulting in some very creditable 
shooting at moving targets, especially for the 115th Com- 
pany. This latter company made four excellent hits 
out of a possible five with the 10-in. B.L.R., of the dis- 
appearing type, and eight good hits out of ten with the 
15-pdr. R.F. guns. All ranges were over 4,000 yards and 
the last two shots with the heavy caliber guns com- 
pletely demolished the target at about 4,300 yards. This 
was pronounced by some of the experts who witnessed 
it to be among the best practice records ever made by 
the Coast Artillery.

McCoy, from Vincennes; Company B, Capt. Jas. E. 
Thomas, from Terre Haute and Battery A, of Indian- 
apolis; Capt. Harry A. Calton, to proceed to BHvansville 
to reinforce the company there. 

The entire Ist Regiment according to late despatches 
was finally ordered on duty, being made up as follows: 
Col. Geo. W. McCoy, commanding; Ist Battalion, Major 
T. J. Louden; Company K, Capt. H, E, Rutledge; Com- 
pany H, Capt. Wm. Hutchins; Company G, Cap. Dudley 
Cc. Griswold; 2d Battalion, Major Wm. J. Coleman; Tom- 
pany E, Capt. Julius F. Blum; Company F, Capt. A. A. 
Haigh; Company C, Capt. J. F. McCurdy; 3d Battalion, 
Major J. B, Coutler, Company B; Capt. J. E. Thomas; 
Company 1, Capt. Earl C. Lane, and Company A, Capt. 
Jas. N. McCoy. Three companies were placed on duty 
at the county jail and court house opposite, and the re- 
mainder patrolled the streets. 

Brig. Gen. William J. McKee was in command of the 
operations. With the arrival of additional military, and 
the determination shown to uphold the law, the spirit of 
the mob was broken, and the military under the direc- 
tion of General McKee controlled the situation. 

Twelve citizens were appointed to constitute a Safety 
and Vigilance Committee at the instance of Governor 
Durbin. The militia were under orders from the Vigi- 
lance Committee and Sheriff C. W. Kratz, who is com- 
mander of the city.

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SOME NATIONAL GUARD ITEMS. 

The Adjutant General of Missouri, May 27, made requi- 
sition on the War Department for the balance due his 
Siate out of the Congressional allotment. The reply to 
this letter contains certain instructions which will be of 
interest to the adjutants general of all the States. The 
War Department says: “The procedure to be adopted 
will be generally as follows: The Governor of - 
should first designate and appoint a disbursing officer 
who shall be either the Quartermaster General of the 
State or some other officer of the organized militia of the 
State. As soon as the Secretary of War shall have been 
notified of this appointment, the said officer will be re- 
quired by him to give proper bond and the Secretary 
of War will then be ready to receive from the governor 
requisitions for funds, which requisitions will be trans- 
mitted by the Secretary of War to the proper officer of 
the Treasury, by whom the funds will be sent to the 
disbursing officer of the State. For the expenditure of 
said funds the disbursing officer will be required to use 
forms similar to or identical with those now in use in 
the Regular Army; all expenditures whether for pay, 
subsistence, or transportation being accounted for by 
proper vouchers, which on the conclusion of the field and 
camp service for instruction will be submitted to the 
proper officers of the Treasury.”

The military force dispersed 
the mob, and at last accounts all quiet.

Capt. Anthony J. Griffin, formerly of the th Regiment, 
N.G.N.Y., is a vigorous advocate of the use of straw in 
tents at Peekskill in Neu of board floors; Captain Griffin 
was one of the first to advocate the program of practical 
soldiering which has been followed out the last few years. 
Back in 1895 at the meeting of the military wheelmen in 
the Broadway Central siotel, New York City, in which 
General Miles was a participant, Captain Griffin read a 
paper on ‘“‘The American Volunteer” in which he pointed 
out the necessity of giving Guardsmen experience in 
cooking their meals, in pitching camps, etc. This paper 
we published in Octoler, 1895. Captain Griffin says: “It 
is just such experience as the men need to bring them 
towards the regular standard of proficiency. There is 
no need of men’s health being endangered by sleeping 
on straw, provided, of course, it is issued in sufficient 
quantity. It’s all a question of the trench. Dig the 
proper trench around your tent, with the dirt piled up 
all around the bottom of the tent, and you will sleep as 
snug as a bug in a rug. We used straw throughout our 
Southern experience till we went into winter quarters at 
Huntsville, Ala., where we got cots. The day we ar- 
rived at Huntsville it was raining in torrents. Well, our 
men just pitched in and put up shelter tents in a jiffy, 
and we passed the night not uncomfortably, waiting for 
the arrival of heavy tentage the next day. The exhibi- 
tion of inefficiency at Camp Black in 1898 was a sufficient 
evidence of the need of just such practice as that which 
the men are getting now. Those who remember many of 
the company streets there laid out must smile now at 
them."’ Captain Griffin before going into the law was 
a civil engineer and in 1898 his knowledge of engineering 
was often put to good use in southern camps

Capt. Herbert Deakyne, Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., 
with 45 men of Co. B., who left Fort Leavenworth June 
13 for Kansas City to build a pontoon bridge across the 
river from Kansas City, Kan., to Kansas City, Mo., dur- 
ing the big floods, returned to Fort Leavenworth July 1. 
It is estimated that about 20,000 people crossed over the 
pontoon bridge every day.

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In the case of recruit Bert McGrath, tried at the Pre 
sidio, after the prosecution had rested, the accused es- 
caped from confinement and is still at large. During 
this absence the court proceeded with the case, found him 
guilty and sentenced him. The reviewing officer, Gen- 
eral MacArthur, says: .“The absence of the accused was 
his voluntary act. He had the opportunity to be present 
and has intentionally and unlawfully absented himself. 
He was present at his arraignment. His subsequent vol- 
untary absence constitutes a voluntary waiver of the priv- 
ilege of being present at his own trial. The accused was 
accorded every right practicable during his absence; he 
continued to be represented by counsel, and an oppor- 


tunity was given to introduce testimony in his favor. 
The sentence was approved June 19, 1903, and will be 
duly executed.”

A bill for a Navy General Staff prepared by Represen- 
tative Dayton, W. Va., for presentation to Congress, pro- 
vides for the assignment to the command of squadrons of 
three vice admirals toserve for four years with a salary of 
$10,000. At the end of the four years, detail the vice ad- 
mirals are to return to their status as rear admirals. 
In speaking of his bill Mr. Dayton said: “Such ap- 
pointments for naval officers will tend to advance 
the standard of efficiency, as an unusual honor will be 
held out constantly to all officers from the rank of com- 
mander up. The selections of vice admirals are to be 
made purely upon merit, the active service records of ofh- 
cers being the basis for their choice. The result would 
be that officers generally would strive hard for appoint- 
ment. They would be furnished with an incentive to 
work harder, and sea service applications would be en- 
couraged, as one of the requisites for selection would be 
a good record upon water. I hope to push my proposition 
through during the first regular session of Congress.”

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RESULT AT GETTYSBURG. 


No battle of any war more forcibly il- 
lustrates the truth that officers at a dis- 
tance from the field cannot, with any wis- 
dom, attempt to control the movements of 
troops actively engaged. On the first day 
neither General Early nor General Ewell 
could possibly have been fully cognizant 
of the situation at the time I was ordered 
to halt. The whole of that portion of the 
Union Army in my front was in inextric- 
able confusion and in flight. They were 
necessarily in flight, for my troops were 
upon the flank and rapidly sweeping down 
the lines. The firing upon my men had 
ilmost ceased. Large bodies of the Union 
troops were throwing down their arms and 
surrendering, because in disorganized and 
confused masses they were wholly power- 
sss either to check the movement or re- 

irn the fire. As far down the lines as my 
eye could reach, the Union troops were in 
retreat. Those at a distance were still 
resisting, but giving ground and it was 
only necessary for me to press forwar 
in order to insure the same results, which 
invariably follow such flank movements. 
In less than one-half hour my troops would 
have swept up and over those hills, the 
possession of which was of such moment- 
us consequence. It is not surprising, with 

full realization of the consequences of a 

ilt, that I should have refused at first to 
obey the order. Not until the third or 
fourth order of the most peremptory char- 
acter reached me, did I obey. I think I 
should have risked the consequences of 
disobedience even then, but for the fact 
ihat the order to halt was accompanied 





with the explanation that General Lee, 
who was several miles away, did not 
ish to give battle at Gettysburg. It is 


ited on good authority that General Lee 
id, some time before his death, that if 
lackson had been there, he would have 
m in this battle a great and possibly 
decisive victory. I cannot vouch for the 
uth of this statement as I did not hear 
. but no soldier in a great crisis ever 
ished more ardently for a _ deliverer’s 
ind than I wished for one hour of Jack- 
son, when I was ordered to halt.—From 
“Gettysburg,” by Gen. John B. Gordon, 
1 the July Scribner’s. 





GOVERNMENT METHODS. 


One day last month the Navy Depart- 
ment moved a number of its bureaus and 
divisions diagonally across Pennsylvania 
venue from the Department headquarters 
roper into the Mills building, a new and 


towering structure, which it has rented, 
standing at the juncture of the avenue, 
Seventeenth and G streets. “This edifice,” 


says a correspondent of the Evening Post, 
“and a handsome fortune besides, grew 
out of one of those stupid cases of lack 
of foresight of which the United States 
Government from time to time proves it- 
self capable. Col. Anson Mills several 
years ago laid before the Ordnance De- 
partment a plan of his invention for 
changing the material of the uniform car- 
tridge belt from leather to webbing. This 
suggestion was pooh-poohed as absurd. 
Mills, not in the least disconcerted, pro- 
ceeded to patent his design in several for- 
eign countries, whose military authorities 
at once saw the advantage of the proposed 
change and made haste to adopt it. 

“After the idea had acquired sufficient 
vogue abroad our War Department awoke 
to the fact that it had better make the 
same change itself. Mills, in due course, 
retired from the Army and had plenty of 
time to devote his attention to his business, 
for the income from his webbing belt 
patents was worth looking after as a sep- 
arate proposition. When the United 
States Government, as the fruit of its 
eleventh-hour conversion, came forward as 
a purchaser, it had to buy its belts at the 
price the manufacturers set on them. A 
large sum from this source Mills put into 
an eligible building site and reared an office 
building on it, with the result that the 
Navy Department, pressed for room, leased 
it as an overflow place. 

“The blunder of the Mills webbing belt 
is repeated again and again in all branches 
of the Government, but the lessons of ex- 
perience pass unheeded. Twenty years ago 
the land and buildings on the south side 
of Pennsylvania avenue from the Botanical 
Gardens up to the Treasury could have 
been bought for a song, cleared, sodded, in- 
corporated with the Mall, and made ready 
for sites for fine public buildings when 
needed. Instead of that, the Government 
has gone on buying patches of land here 
and there at fancy prices, and paying in 
rentals for overflow buildings more than 
the interest on its supposed savings.”
